TWO former ministers led a 
mounting Tory revolt over the

A deflant Mr Kwarteng is today expected to 
use his first conference speech as Chancellor 
to pledge to “stay the course' with his plans, 
saying that years of economic policy consen- 
sus have left Britain in a state of 'slow, man- 
aged decline' that must be reversed.

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“Eco' power station 
In tree-felling storm

BRITAIN'S largest 


renewable power station 
is cutting down carbon- 
rich forests while receiv- 
ing billions in green- 
energy subsidies from 
UK taxpayers, an inves- 
tigation claims. 

Panorama tonight reports 
how Drax, which generates 
12 per cent of the UK's 
renewable electricity by 
burning wood pellets at its 
Yorkshire power station, 
bought logeing licences to 
cut down two areas of for- 
est in western Canada. 

The company claims it only 
used leftover sawdust and 
waste wood from the forests 
but the BBC film, titled The 
Green Energy Scandal 
Exposed, shows logs from the 
forest being loaded on to a 
Drax truck and then unloaded 
at one of its pellet plants. 

The programme says that 
Drax's power station burned 
more than seven million 
tonnes of imported wood pel- 
lets last year and that docu- 
ments on a Canadian forestry

the forest itself but trans- 
ferred the logging licences to 
other companies. 

However, the authorities in 
British Columbia confirmed 
to Panorama that Drax still 
holds the licences. 

Drax later admitted to Pano- 
rama that it did use logs from 
the forest to make wood 
pellets, claiming they were 
species the timber industry 
didn't want.

Drax has already received 
£6billion in green energy sub- 
sidies even though burning 
wood gives off more green- 
house gases than burning 
coal, Panorama emphasised. 
The two areas of environ- 


mentally important forest - in 
the Canadian province of Brit- 
ish Columbia — where Drax 
bought logging licences have 
never been logged before. 
One of the sites includes 
large areas that have been 
identified as rare, old-growth 
forest. Drax's own responsible 
sourcing policy says it “will 
avoid damage or disturbance” 
to primary and old-growth for- 


est. However, satellite pictures 
show Drax is now cutting 
down this forest, according to 
the BBC 

“The company told Panorama 
that logging at this site would 
reduce the risk of wildfires. 

The second Drax logging 
licence is for a mature primary 
forest that has now been 
cut down. Drax told the 
BBC it hadn't cut down 


according to an investigation 
by Unearthed, Greenpeace's 
investigative unit. 

A Drax spokesman said: 
“Drax does not harvest forests 
and has not taken any mate- 
rial directly from the two areas 
the BBC has looked at.”

John Lewis is aiming to win a 
slice of the booming rental cloth- 
ing market, which is expected to 
be worth £2.3billion by 2029. 

The “dress for hire” service, 
being launched today, involves 
customers paying a fee to rent 
an item - perhaps for a special 
occasion — for up to 20 days. 

Marks & Spencer similarly 
launched a dress rental service 
last winter. It comes at a time 
when shoppers are cutting back 
their spending on clothes amid 
the cost of living squeeze, and as 
research highlights the environ- 
mental impact of fast fashion 

John Lewis, which hopes to 
encourage 'a more sustainable 
way of shopping”, is partnering 
with rental specialist Hurr, an 
online platform that allows users

The platform, which works 
with a large number of designers 
and fashion chains, also allows 
individuals to make extra cash 
by renting out their own designer 
pieces.

The 
designer dress, which was 
reportedly rented for £45, would 
have cost £2,870 to buy. 

In 2020, John Lewis launched a 
similar partnership allowing 
customers to rent furniture 
including bed frames, bar stools 
and statement sofas, with prices 
starting at £l7 a month for a 
desk or chair rented for a year 


and rising for larger goods. And 
earlier this year, the retailer 
announced its subscription serv- 
ice for rented children's clothes. 
It allows parents to hire up to 
seven items at any one time, 
which can then be swapped for a 
new design or bigger size. 

The latest scheme, which will 
loan a range of brands currently 
available at its department 
stores, comes after John Lewis's 
half-year results showed the cost 
of living crunch is affecting cus- 
tomers' spending patterns. 

Pippa Wicks, John Lewis's 
executive director, said: John 
Lewis Rental allows our custom- 
ers to experiment with fashion 
they love without it having to 
cost the earth.” 

The minimum rental fee is £20 
and customers can browse the 
collection online and choose to 
rent an outfit for four, eight, ten 
or 20 days. They arrive with a 
retumn bag and pre-paid label 
and are sent back to Hurr, which 
will have them dry cleaned.

spiral of violence and death

POPE Francis yesterda, 

implored Vladimir Putin to 
stop the “spiral of violence 
and death' in Ukraine as , 
he decried the “absurd' 

risk of a nuclear war. 

The pontiff made his 
strongest plea over the 
seven-month conflict as he 
delivered his Angelus 
address to thousands of 
worshippers in St Peter's 
Square in the Vatican City. 

He appealed for an immedi- 
ate ceasefire to end the 'grave 
situation”, citing Mr Putin's 
leadership directly for the first 
time. This terrible, inconceiv- 
able wound of humanity, 
instead of healing, continues to shed 
even more blood, risking to spread fur- 
ther; the pontiff said. 

“That humanity again finds itself before 
the threat of atomic war is absurd. I 
deeply deplore the grave situation that 
has arisen in recent days, with further 
actions contrary to the principles of 
international law. It increases the risk of

nuclear escalation, giving rise to fears of 
uncontrollable and catastrophic conse- 
quences worldwide.” 

“The Pope said: 'My appeal is addressed 
first and foremost to the president of the 
Russian Federation, imploring him to 
stop this spiral of violence and death, 
also for the sake of his own people." 

He called on Ukraine's president Volo- 
dymyr Zelensky to “be open to serious 
proposals to peace” and urged all inter- 
national leaders to do everything they 
could to avoid “dangerous escalation'. 

His plea comes as one of Putin's clos- 
est allies called for nuclear strikes after 
Ukraine recaptured the key town

THE owner of the land where 
police are searching for Keith 
Bennett told yesterday how 
he promised the schoolboy's 
dying mother Winnie he would 
never stop looking for him. 

Chris Crowther, 65, said he 
hoped the body of the 12-year-old 
Moors murder victim would 
finally be found. 

Greater Manchester Police 
launched a dig on his land on Friday 
after an amateur sleuth found sus- 
pected human remains. 

Mr Crowther shares author Russell 
Edwards' theory that serial killer Ian 
Brady meticulously planned the bur- 
ials, placing his female victims on 
one side of the A635 road and the 
boys on the other. 

Yesterday the farmer revealed for 
the first time that he too could have

fallen victim to the Moors Murder- 
ers, who killed five children. He 
described how Brady pulled up 
beside him outside his school in 1963 
as he and Myra Hindley were embark- 
ing on their Killing spree. 

Speaking for the first time about 
the chilling encounter, Mr Crowther 
said: T can always remember waiting 
for a taxi from St Mary's Primary 
School in [the nearby village of] 
Greenfield at about 3.30pm and 
Brady stopped by the side of me 
and looked straight at 
measI was waiting for a 
taxi to come home.

Police send up drone as search goes on 


POLICE searching for the body of 
Moors murder victim Keith Bennett 
yesterday deployed a drone as they 
continued to investigate a report 
that the skeletal remains of a child 
had been found. 

Forensics teams have been at an iso- 
lated spot on Saddleworth Moor since 
Friday morning after the Daily Mail 
revealed how a crime author had made 
the astonishing discovery of what

experts believe is a child's upper jaw. 
Last night police said they were going to 
continue searching the spot “for the fore- 
seeable time” — but said “no identifiable 
human remains” had been found. 

Keith is the only victim out of the five 
murdered by Ian Brady and Myra Hind- 
ley around Manchester in the 1960s 
whose remains have not been located. 


The dig began after author Russell 
Edwards assembled a team of experts. 

Keith's 66-year-old brother Alan said 
there were “hundreds of thoughts run- 
ning through my mind". 

He added: Tm not saying there is noth- 
ing there, what I will say is that I, and 
many others are confused, to say the 
very least.' Mr Bennett said he believed 
Keith's remains would not be found at 
the site being excavated - but nobody 
can rule anything else out”.

THE Chancellor will today 
insist his plan for economic 
growth is the right one. 

In a crucial speech, Kwasl 
Kwarteng will tell delegates at 
the Conservative Party conference 
in Birmingham: “We must stay 
the course.” 

Amid alarm at the fallout following 
his mini-Budget, he will say that a new 
approach was desperately needed to 
stop Britain falling out of the ranks of 
the top developed nations. 

And he will promise an 'iron-clad 
commitment to fiscal discipline" after 
markets took fright at the lack of 
an immediate plan to fund his policies 
and absence of independent scrutiny. 

Mr Kwarteng is expected to say: “We 
must face up to the facts that for too 
long our economy has not grown 
enough. The path ahead of us was one 
of slow, managed decline, And I refuse

to accept that it is somehow Britain's 
destiny to fall into middle income sta- 
tus, or that the tax burden reaching a 
70-year high is somehow inevitable.” 

Pledging that his approach will 
deliver higher wages, more jobs and 
revenue to fund public services, he will 
declare: 'We must stay the course. Iam 
confident our plan is the right one. 

Mr Kwarteng will tell the party faith- 
ful that the combination of skyrocket- 
ing energy bills, a 70-year high tax bur- 
den and 'painfully slow” building 
projects would cost livelihoods and 
communities. Instead, he will claim 
that his new economic deal for Brit- 
ain', targeting 2.5 per cent GDP growth 
a year, will lead to a stronger NHS 
and better schools. 

And he will insist his goal is still pos- 
sible in the face of “extreme volatility 
in global markets" and major 
currencies “wrestling an incredibly 
strong US dollar -countering cril

ICHAEL Gove is a 
brilliantman, athought- 
ful i 


one of the most experi- 

enced people in British 
politics. So what was he thinking 
of yesterday when he trashed Liz 
Truss and Kwasi Kwarteng's poli- 
cies on the BBC? 

Not only did the veteran minister 
denounce his own Government's eco- 
nomic plans - pouring particular scorn 
on the abolition of the top rate of 
income tax - he even cast doubt on 
whether he will vote for the Chancel- 
lor's mini-Budget when it comes before 
the Commons. 

AM that was bad enough. But yesterday, 
there were reports that the Scotsman - who 
now finds himself on the backbenches after 
12 years in a string of government posts — “is 
planning to let off a few grenades' at fringe 
events at the Tory conference in Birming- 
ham this week. 

Here I must appeal to him directly. 
Michael, don't pull the pins on your gre- 
nades — or they'll blow up in your face. 

I have known Michael Gove for 25 years, 
since we worked together at the Times 
newspaper, and I have followed his political 


career with admiration. 

Unlike so many underachieving 
ministers, he has left an indelible 
mark on every department he has 
run, from prisons to the environ- 
ment. My own children, like mil- 
lions of others, benefited directly 
from his vital reforms as Educa- 
tion Secretary. 

So I am the first to state how 
effective he can be. And that is 
what makes his current conduct 
so dangerous and so reckless. Mr 
Gove is alleged to be the ring- 
leader among a group of 'plotters” 
seeking to undermine Miss Truss's 
administration - and even bring 
about its end. 

Let me remind you: Miss Truss 
has had her feet under the desk at 
No10 for less than a month. Even 
to contemplate ousting her at this 
point is nothing short of demented. 
It would lodge in the public's mind 
the conviction that the Tories 
were mired in chaos. After four 
PMs in six years, to anoint a fifth 
would be suicidal. 

Mr Gove may be a dangerous 
man to have as an enemy. 


UT he, of all people, is 
clever enough to realise 
that a party at war with 
itself can never expect to 
win. Mr Gove initially wanted the 
talented junior minister Kemi 
Badenoch to succeed Boris John- 
son as leader. After Kemi was 
eliminated, he threw his weight 
behind the former Chancellor 
Rishi Sunak. 
rofoundly disagreed with him 
on this. 

I blame Sunak for letting infla- 
tion soar out of control thanks to 
his excessive spending during the 
pandemic, and 1 deplore the fact 
that this alleged Conservative 
hiked taxes to their highest level 
for 70 years. 

But whatever your views on all

that, the result of the leadership 
race is clear. PM Truss beat Mr 
Sunak — fair and square. The party 
must now unite behind her — or 
face its own annihilation. 

“The markets have been up and 
down during the past 10 days. But 
I still believe that the PM and her 
Chancellor have got their priori- 
ties right. 

Britain must once again become 
a low-tax, high-growth economy, 
or we will languish behind our 
competitors. 

From Gordon Brown to the 
International Monetary Fund, the 
critics of “Trussonomics” are 
almost all slavish followers of the 
lazy economic orthodoxy that has 
prevailed since the 2008 financial 
crash. All well and good —untilyou 
remember that our economy 
has been sluggish for virtually all 
that time. 

I cannot believe that Mr Gove, 
who articulated the arguments for 
Brexit better than anyone, is truly 
afraid of bold and buccaneering 
economic policies - especially 
those, like removing the politically 
popular but economically stupid 
cap on bankers' bonuses, that are 
possible only because we left 
the EU. 

Instead of calling such cuts 'a 
display of the wrong values”, Mr 
Gove should be asking himself 
what they will achieve. 

For an answer, he might look to 
America, where a number of con- 
servatives, languishing under Joe 
Biden's wokist redistributive pres- 
idency, are hailing Mr Kwarteng's 
mini-Budget. 

One of them is Arthur Laífer, 82, 
whose celebrated 'Laffer Curve” 
demonstrated the paradox that 
certain tax cuts can increase gov- 
ernment revenue and thus pay for 
themselves. 

Mr Laffer, known as 'the father of 


Reaganomies', said yesterday: 
“Your Prime Minister and your 
Chancellor of the Exchequer are 
doing the right thing, right away. 

And though it's too soon to be 
sure, Laffer may already be being 
vindicated: the pound has bounced 
back from the doldrums of last 
week and much of the market 
panic has subsided. 


ND though the chatter- 

ing classes may be 

shrieking about the “tax 

cuts for the rich', nobody 
— least of all Mr Gove - is criticis- 
ing the Government over the 
energy-bill price cap or for revers- 
ing Mr Sunak's hated hikes to 
National Insurance and corpora- 
tion tax. 

The truth, Michael should not 
need to be told, is “Tina”: there is 
no alternative. 

The Labour Party has just put 
on a fine show of unity at its own 
conference, and Sir Keir Starmer 
— insofar as his inexpressive face 
reveals anything — is looking like a 
man who believes he can win. 

“The Tory “plotters' do not want 
Sir Keir or his nightmarish Lib- 
Lab coalition anywhere near No 
10. As Benjamin Franklin said of 
his fellow American revolutionar- 
ies: “We must, indeed, all hang 
together — or, most assuredly, we 
shall all hang separately.” 

If a week is a long time in poli- 
tics, two years is a lifetime. The 
Tories can turn the economy 
round — and win in 2024. 

But only if the likes of Michael 
Gove keep their grenades locked 
up in their political arsenals, 
instead of using them to blow up 
their own side.

LIZ Truss yesterday admit- 
ted that mistakes were 
made in the Government's 
market-spooking mini- 
Budget — but insisted she 
will not change course. 

After the fiscal statement 
sent the pound plummeting, 
the Prime Minister conceded 
ministers could have done 
more to prepare the ground 
for the sweeping tax cuts. 

But she stood by the package 
and its timing, despite the ensu- 
ing market turbulence and opin- 
ion poll fall for the Tories. 

“I do want to say to people I 
understand their worries about 
what has happened this week, 
she told the BBC's Sunday With 
Laura Kuenssberg yesterday. 

“ do stand by the package we 
announced and I stand by the 
fact we announced it quickly, 
because we had to act. 

'But I do accept we should 
have laid the ground better... 1 
have learnt from that and 1 will 
make sure that in future we do a 
better job of laying the ground.” 

Miss Truss has come under 
fire from economists and Con- 
servative MPs over the package — 
with particular anger at the deci- 
sion to abolish the top 45p rate of 
income tax. 

Furious backbenchers have 
accused the Government of fail- 
ing to “roll the pitch' ahead of the 
tax-cutting announcements, leav- 
ing the public feeling 'frightened 
instead of reassured”. 

Even allies who want her to stick 
to her guns have demanded that 
the Government improve the way 
it communicates economic policy 
to voters. 

One said: “She has got to play 
the next few weeks a lot cleverer, 
and No10 has got to be a lot clev- 
erer and a lot more inclusive than 
they have been in the first few 
weeks. This is a problem of their 
own making. 

The Sunday-morning interview, 
which followed a series of gruel- 
ling appearances on local BBC 
radio stations last week, came as 
the Conservative Party confer- 
ence began in Birmingham. 

After a tumultuous week, the 
Prime Minister addressed the 
issues that have left a cloud of 
controversy hanging over her 
early days in office: 


BENEFITS

“The triple lock guarantees that 
the state pension will increase in 
line with inflation, earnings or 2.5 
per cent - whichever is higher. 


INTEREST RATES 


Miss Truss tried to deflect blame 
for soaring mortgage bills, saying 
interest rates were a matter for 
the Bank of England. 

Miss Kuenssberg suggested that 
the massive government package 
to help with sky-high energy bills 
was being wiped out by soaring 
mortgage rates after the 
mini-Budget. 

But the PM replied: “The inter- 
est rates are a Key factor in mort- 
gage rates and those are set by 
the Bank of England and they are 
somewhat dependent on the glo- 
bal market. 

“So Laura, we are not dealing 
with the issues we're dealing 
with in isolation, we're dealing 
with these issues in a world 
where there's a slowing global 
economy, where there are 
rising interest rates, where there 
is huge inflation, mainly driven 
by energy caused by Vladimir 
Putin's war. 

“And I as Prime Minister, and 
the Chancellor, have to deal with 
that in the way that we think will 
help people in Britain most get 
through these very, very difficult 
short-term circumstances, but 
put our country on the best long- 
term footing.' 


AUSTERITY 


The Prime Minister refused to 
rule out real-terms cuts to gov- 
ernment departmental spending. 


Miss Truss said she believes in 
“outcomes rather than inputs”. 
She explained: T'm not going to 
write, you know, future budgets 
on your show, much as you'd like 
me to do, but the core principle I 
believe in is maximising growth in 
the economy. 

“That's why we're pulling all 
the levers on everything from 
making our tax system simpler 
and lower, to also getting projects 
done quicker, you know, driving 
reform in our economy as well 
as we make our public sector 
more efficient. 

“But I'm absolutely committed 
to delivering great public services 
for people — that is very, very 
important.” 

She added: “I believe in out- 
comes rather than inputs. I 
believe in what people see and 
what people feel. 

“So for example, the Health Sec- 
retary has committed that people 
will be able to see their GP within 
two weeks. And that's what we're 
focused on. 

“We're focused on how does it 
feel for a patient, you know, how 
does it feel for me as a woman 
walking down the street, do I feel 
safe at night? 

“Those are the things I'm 
thinking about as Prime Minister. 
And that's what we're focused 
on, delivering better public 
services.” 


BLAMES KWARTENG 


Miss Truss blamed Kwasi Kwart- 
eng for the controversial decision 
to abolish the top 45p rate of 
income tax for the highest 
earners - and revealed she did not 
discuss the measure with the 
wider Cabinet. 

“No, no, we didn't. It was a deci- 
sion the Chancellor made, she 
told Miss Kuenssberg. 

Former culture secretary 
Nadine Dorries accused Miss 
Truss of failing to be loyal 
by '“throwing your Chancellor 
under a bus on the first day of 
conference”. 

But a source close to the Chan- 
cellor, who will speak to the Bir- 
mingham conference hall today, 
said: “The higher the tax, the 
more ways people seek to avoid 
them, work elsewhere, or simply 
work less. 

“As the PM said this morning, 
the 45p rate raises very little and 
makes our tax system more com- 
plicated. While the Chancellor 
obviously makes all tax decisions, 
the Prime Minister and Kwasi are 
in lockstep on this.”

Police escort to get Mogg 
past protests by hate mob

TWO senior Tories were heckled by 
furious protesters outside the Con- 
servative Party conference yester- 
day and had to be escorted by police 
officers into the venue. 

Footage showed Business Secretary 
Jacob Rees-Mogg and Lichfield MP 
Michael Fabricant being angrily con- 
fronted by activists in Birmingham on 
the opening day of the event. 

Shouts of “Tories out' and 'shame on you” 
rang out as the two politicians walked into 
the conference centre, while a simultaneous 
anti-Tory protest was held by a Left-wing 
campaign group nearby. 

Speaking afterwards, both Mr Rees-Mogg 
and Mr Fabricant defended the right of the 
demonstrators to make their views heard. 

“The Business Secretary, who faced a hos- 
tile reception as he crossed Victoria Square 
in Birmingham city centre yesterday morn-

ing, played down the protes! s a fact of 
democracy”. He told Sky News: “There have 
been protests at Tory conferences since time 
immemorial, it's nothing new. They're shout- 
ing but it's perfectly peaceful. And the right 
to peaceful expression of your view is funda- 
mental to our constitution.” 

Last night Mr Fabricant denied sugges- 


tions that he was attacked or pushed over 
on his way into the centre, but said he took 
an air horn off a noisy demonstrator. 

He added that he was not physically tar- 
geted but “directed wrongly right into the 
middle” of the protesting crowd. 

Mr Fabricant tweeted: “T think the protest- 
ers thought I was deliberately provoking 


them. But no one touched me. Just shouted 
abuse. They were just loud! 

*One protester tried to blow a plastic horn 
in my ear while I was walking. I asked him to 
stop, but he refused. So I grabbed his horn 
and threw it away. I think he was more 
shocked than me! 

“As far as I could see, the crowd was noisy 
but self-disciplined. We live in a democracy 
and people have every right to protest. 

Campaign group The People's Assembly 
organised a rally to protest the conference 
in Victoria Square yesterday. The line-up 
included RMT boss Mick Lynch and former 
shadow minister Laura Pidcock. They said: 
“The people of Birmingham sending a clear 
message to Jacob Rees-Mogg.” 

As speakers took to the stage, there were 
chants of “Tories are not welcome here” and

POLICE chiefs have pledged 
to track down everyone who 
tried to “protect and shield” 
the gunman who killed 
nine-year-old Olivia Pratt- 
Korbel after a man was 
charged with her murder. 
Thomas Cashman, 34, appears 
before magistrates today 
accused of murdering the 
schoolgirl and attempting to 
murder her mother, Cheryl. 
Olivia was at her home in Dove- 
cot, Liverpool, on August 22 when 
convicted burglar Joseph Nee, 35, 
ran through her front door as he

tried to flee a gunman who had 
opened fire outside. 

“The killer followed Nee through 
the door and fired a shot from a 
revolver that hit Olivia's mother in 
the arm and then struck the 
schoolgirl in the chest. 

Nee was also wounded after 
being shot with another weapon, a 
9mm Glock handgun 

On Saturday, prosecutors 
announced that Cashman, from 
the West Derby area of Liverpool, 
had been accused of murdering 
Olivia as well as two counts of 
attempted murder in relation to 


her mother and Nee. He has also 
been charged with two counts of 
possession of a firearm to endan- 
ger life. 

In addition, Paul Russell, 40, also 
from West Derby, was charged

“This includes the people who 
tried to shield and protect indi- 
viduals, and those who supplied 
the weapons, and indeed those 
who are hiding the weapons used 
in this attack.”

THE King and Queen Consort are 
to host their first state visit at Buck- 


ingham Palace next month. 


Charles and Camilla will welcome 
South African President Cyril Ram- 
aphosa and First Lady Dr Tshepo Mot- 


sepe from November 22 to 24. 


The visit is understood to have been 
in the early stages of planning when the 


late Queen died. 


She met Mr Ramaphosa when he came 
to London in 2018 for a Commonwealth 
heads of government meeting, and she 
gave him letters sent to her by former 


president Nelson Mandela. 


The state visit next month will be the 
first since former US president Donald 


Trump came to Britain in 2019. 


“The Emperor of Japan was meant to 
come in 2020, however it was called off 


as a result of the pandemic. 


Normally, visiting heads of state would 
set up residence at Buckingham Palace, 
but it is not clear whether this will be 
possible because major building work is 
being carried out at the monarch's offi-

Netherlands in 2018. 

President Trump stayed over- 
night with the US Ambassador at 
his official residence in London 
when he came to visit - much to 
the leader's disappointment.

As all foreign visits are 
undertaken at the request of the 
British Government, advice was 
sought by the Palace. 

The 'unanimous” decision, it 
has been suggested, is that 
with so many demands for the 
King to be deployed abroad, 
Cop27 would not be the “right 
occasion” for his first overseas 
visit as sovereign. 

Sources highlighted his address 
to the nation following his moth- 
er's death, in which he stressed 


that he remains “ever mindful” of 
his constitutional role in light of 
his change of circumstances. 

As previously highlighted by the 
Daily Mail, it is understood that 
the environment will remain cen- 
tralto his work as sovereign. 

In 2015, he delivered the open- 
ing address at Cop21 in Paris, 
describing climate change as the 
greatest threat facing humanity.

A government source said: “The 
Palace and the Government con- 
sidered separately, and then 
agreed jointly, that... he is not 
going to be attending Cop.”

Charles with Queen 

Consort Camilla was 
being studied with affection 
and fascination. 

Affection because rarely has Charles 
looked so at ease in a formal photo- 
graph, and fascination because with 
William and Kate, the new Prince 
and Princess of Wales, at his side, we 
have a glimpse of the present and 
future of the monarchy. 

Observers will search for clues 
about everything from its composi- 
tion and backdrop to what it tells us 
about the long-term security not 
only of the Royal Family but, more 
pertinently, of the institution that 
they represent. 

The photograph is brimming with 
symbolism of course: the new sover- 
eign is pictured with his son and heir, 
while looming behind them is a glow- 
ering portrait of King George III, the 
longest-reigning male monarch in 
British history. 

But what is perhaps even more 
remarkable is that the picture was 
taken on the eve of the Queen's 
funeral, when our four most senior 
royals were about to host a huge 
reception for visiting Heads of State, 
including US President Joe Biden, at 
Buckingham Palace. 

The message, if one was needed,

was clear: the business of monarchy 
never rests, even at times of great 
personal sorrow, and its enduring 
strength lies in its continuity. 

However it is also a reminder that 
the royals are always on duty - even 
when they have to summon every 
inch of self-control, as they did dur- 
ing the public grieving for the Queen 
who for them was a mother, grand- 
mother and great-grandmother as 
well as the monarch. 

Palace sources said that the picture 
had been taken to mark a “historic 
moment” for the family. But there 
was more than just history on dis- 
play here. 

“The body language of all four is sur- 
prisingly relaxed. It speaks of warmth 
and acceptance. The taller William 
and Kate may physically dominate, 
but the eye is drawn to the new King, 
a pace closer to the camera, and 
wearing an easy confidence. 

For once, those cuff-tugging man- 
nerisms and general fidgeting so 
familiar from any number of ceremo- 
nial portraits are absent. 

One hand rests comfortably behind 
Camilla's back while the other is cas- 
ually thrust into his jacket pocket. 

But it is the hint of a smile on his 
face that is the most telling. It is the 
look of a man who is not daunted by 
what lies ahead — but rather is invig- 
orated by it. 

There is another significant factor 
here too. And it is a not-so-subtle 
nod to his wishes for a slimmed-down 
monarchy: one he believes will be

IN political circles, it is joked that a 
government that isn't trailing in the polls 
halfway through the electoral cycle is not 
doing its job correctly. 

One doubts, however, that Liz Truss and 
Kwasi Kwarteng are laughing. 

Not even in their worst nightmares could 
they have imagined capping energy bills for 
families and businesses — one of the biggest 
government handouts in history — and 
leaving more money in people's pockets 
through tax cuts, only to see their party's 
popularity plunge vertiginously. 

“Their handling of what was a commendable 
mini-Budget panicked the money markets. 
That was perceived to have contributed to 
rising mortgage costs, which left many 
fearful they wouldn't be able to pay for 
their homes. The PM and Chancellor have 
risked imperilling one of the Conservatives” 
greatest strengths - their reputation for 
economic competence. 

So the party conference in Birmingham is 
critical for this nascent administration. 
They must convince activists, the wider 
electorate and global investors that the 
British economy is in safe hands. 

Miss Truss was right to admit making: 
mistakes. But she and Mr Kwarteng were 
equally correct to vow to stay the course. 

Trussonomics is a breath of fresh air, 
blowing away the cobwebs of the failed 
economic orthodoxy. Defibrillating the 
sluggish economy will turbocharge growth, 
incentivise hard work, increase wages and 
bring in more money for public services. 

After years of politicians who change their 
minds with the wind, it is refreshing to 
have leaders who believe being right is 
more important than being popular. 

To show that the Tories are competent 
though, it is imperative MPs get behind Miss 
'Truss — and not just to stab her in the back. 

The disloyalty of Michael Gove, who spent 
yesterday gleefully denouncing his own 
Government's policies, is sickening. 

“The former Cabinet minister appears to 
be orchestrating a plot to undermine or 
even oust Miss Truss, involving MPs still 
rankled by Rishi Sunak's leadership defeat. 

His claim her agenda is 'not Conservative' 
is hogwash. Tax cuts are Conservative, Mr 
Gove. What is not, is putting the economy 
into a coma and making it a crime to visit 
a dying relative in hospital or at home — as 
he argued for during Covid. 

“Those treacherous Tories are playing with 
fire. A party at war with itself can never 
expect to win an election. 

Don't they realise the days of Labour 
being the hopeless circus act they were 
under Jeremy Corbyn are gone? They now 
resemble a functioning opposition. Yes, Sir 
Keir Starmer is a Grade-A dud, but the 
tumult has refashioned him in the eyes of 
many voters as a feasible PM. 

Should the Tories implode, we risk a 
diabolical hard-Left alliance of Labour, the 
SNP and the Lib Dems seizing power. 

Do the conspirators really want that? 
Brexit would wither, and the economy, the 
Union, and all we cherish would be ruined. 

The tomfoolery must stop. The 
Conservative Party needs to show unity: Of 
purpose, of message and of approach.

happens, Putin goes 


the way of the Tsars 


EW nations have as deep a 

sense of their own history as 

the Russians. Indeed, it was 

onthe basis of a tendentious 

tract about the historic 
“unity” of Russians and Ukrainians 
that President Putin justified his 
invasion of an independent neigh- 
bouring state. 

But another word, also with great 
resonance in Russian history, now hangs 
over the Kremlin's flailing military 
campaign. And that word is: Mutiny. 

Remarkably, it was raised on Moscow's 
main TV channel last week by the woman 
described as Putin's propagandist-in- 
chief, Margarita Simonyan, during the 
nightly discussion programme on the 
state of the “special military operation”. 

The striking-looking Simonyan is the 
head of RT, the Kremlin's English- 
language broadcasting network (now 
banned in the UK); but here she was 
speaking to a Russian audience. 

She was raging about the incompetence 
with which Putin's “partial mobilisatior”, 
announced on September 21, was being 
carried out, and the gross inadequacy of 
the provisions being supplied to the 
hundreds of thousands being called up to 
fight: “Students, people with serious ill- 
nesses, single mothers, people as old as 62 
-.. and being handed rotten things, no 
helmets or body armour” 


Criticism 


She warned the heads of the armed 
forces: “Comrade Commanders: don't 
anger the people!" 

And now came the reference to historic 
precedent. Simonyan told the 'command- 
ers' to remember the mutiny on the 
Battleship Potemkin during the Russo- 
Japanese war of 1905, which was provoked 
by the fact that all the meat available to 
the crew had been maggot-infested. 

“Let me remind you that in 1905, small 
things like that led to the first mutiny of 
an entire military unit in the history of our 
country. Is that what you want?" 

She exempted Putin from all criticism, 
of course, and praised her ultimate boss 
for taking “the very heavy load of respon- 
sibility solely upon himself”. I doubt that 
would have comforted the increasingly 
deluded occupant of the Kremlin. 

Like the invasion of Ukraine, the 1905 
Russo-Japanese war saw the much larger 
country suffer from a series of blunders 
based on an exaggerated sense ofits own 
military capability — and, to some 
astonishment, the Japanese won. 

The Potemkin mutiny was put down, 
but the privations and humiliations linked 
to that conflict led to uprisings in Russia 
itself — known as the 1905 Revolution. 
The result was that the Tsar was forced to 
concede political reforms, including the 
inauguration of multi-party elections. 

Lenin and the Bolsheviks saw the 
Potemkin mutiny as an inspiration for 
their own seizure of power in 1917. 

They commissioned the Soviet director 
Sergei Eisenstein to make a film about this 
historic event. Battleship Potemkin, first 
screened in 1925, became the totemic 
account for the masses of why “the workers” 
rise up against the oppressive commands 
and callousness of their masters. In 1917, 
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there were occasional mutinies among 
the ill-equipped Russian army, almost 
two million of whose soldiers perished in 
the Great War. But the mutiny that did 
for Tsar Nicholas — who had taken 
personal command of the army in 1915 — 
was in the garrison in Petrograd (now 
St Petersburg). 

The soldiers refused to obey the Tsar's 
orders to suppress uprisings in that city, 
and, in short order, a “provisional govern- 
ment” was set up, with the Tsar abdicat- 
ing the following day, March 15. 

Tt was the next year that Nicholas I and 
his family met their grisly fate — shot 
dead and bayoneted by the Bolsheviks. 

The revolutionaries' overthrow of the 
provisional government was, again, 
assisted by mutiny among the army, 
whose troops had been won over by 
Lenin's promise to abandon the war. 

Clearly, the slaughter in Ukraine is on 
nothing like the scale of World War I. But 
the reason Putin, with evident reluctance, 
felt forced to call up hundreds of thou- 
sands more is that so many of his best 
troops had already been slaughtered. 

Morale is desperately low, even before 
still worse-equipped and less battle-ready 
forces are pressed into fighting a Ukrain- 
ian army furnished with some of Nato's 
most lethal weaponry and which has 
recently achieved stunning victories. 


Corpses 


Tt is not sympathy with the people of 
Ukraine that has caused tens of thousands 
of able-bodied Russian males to flee the 
country over the past week, but fear that 
they, too, once conscripted, would soon 
become part of the next layer of corpses 
on Ukrainian soil. 

And in Dagestan, a republic in which 
99 per cent of the population had suppos- 
edly voted for Putin, and where a dispro- 
portionate number of young men have 
been called up, there have been demonstra- 
tions by mothers holding banners declar- 
ing: “Our children are not fertiliser! 

Last week, the New York Times 
published extracts from thousands of 
intercepted personal calls made in March 
by Russian troops as they were forced 
back from the suburbs of Kyiv. 

The NYT had been passed the record- 
ings by the Ukrainian security agencies, 
but published them only now because the 
paper had spent months checking that all 
the phone numbers and identities were 
genuine. Here is a selection, edited to 
take out some of the (understandable) 


profanities. Nikita, to his mother: “Sixty 
per cent of the regiment is gone already.” 
Yevgeny, to his partner: 'No one is left 
from my Kostroma regiment.” 

Sergey, to his mother: “There were 400 
paratroopers. And only 38 survived ... 
because our commanders sent soldiers to 
the slaughter.” Sergey to his girlfriend, 
explaining why they'd shot their captives 
in Bucha rather than keep them as prison- 
ers: “We would have had to feed them, and 
we don't have enough food ourselves.” 

A similar selection had been published a 
month ago by the Kyiv Post, which gave 
more details of the fury of Russian troops 
with their own officers (very much in the 
spirit of the Potemkin mutineers). 

They talk about flatly refusing to fight 
— which helps explain why thousands of 
Russian troops had simply fled from 
Ukrainian forces in the Kharkiv region, 
leaving vast amounts of munitions and 
armour behind them. 

An intercepted call dated September 2 
reveals a Russian soldier telling a relative: 
“n our unit, they're going to get together, 
they're going to go to [the senior 
commander] Zavatsky, and lay down 
their arms ... all the infantry, it looks to 
me, they couldn't give a s*** any more 
about anything.” 


Humiliating 


Other recorded conversations between 
Ukrainian soldiers show how surprised, 
and even shocked, they had been by the 
ease with which they had killed the Rus- 
sian invaders: the most recent one 
involves the battle for the control of the 
strategic hub of Lyman in Donetsk, which 
Ukraine recaptured over the weekend. 

This was especially humiliating for 
Putin, as he had only just declared that 
region to be a part of Russia, following 
one of his phony referendums. 

What follows is harrowing: 'Lots of dead 
Russians. Like hunting squirrels in a 
pecan orchard ... We cut them down 
before they knew what was happening. 
They had little ammo, no med kits, very 
little food ... I came away shaking like a 
leaf, not scared, just “wired” and sick of 
killing people.” 

By all accounts, Putin, who has increas- 
ingly taken personal control of military 
planning, à la Nicholas II, had resisted his 
officers' request to retreat earlier from 
Lyman. This latest slaughter of Russians 
is on him, and him alone, even if Margar- 
ita Simonyan and others of the Kremlin's 
propagandists continue to claim that the 
setbacks — to put it mildly — are the 
responsibility of the 'commanders' rather 
than the Commander-in-Chief. 

But her warnings of 'mutiny' and even a 
“Potemkin' moment — rooted in some of 
the most tumultuous episodes of Russian 
history — are the augury of the end of this 
war, if not of Putin's fall. 

Russia's troops are not just short of food 
and the most basic equipment; in the 
recent call-up, they have even been told 
to take their wives' and girlfriends' 
tampons for putting in any wounds they 
receive, as no tourniquets are available. 

Putin sees himself as the successor to 
his country's most revered rulers — 
notably Peter the Great — in restoring 
what he regards as territory rightfully 
Russia's. Instead, he faces the fate of 
the last of the Tsars.

HE scene before me is 
like something from the 
Ukrainian front line. A huge, 
gnarled, rusting, lifeless 
steelworks — visible for miles 


around — stands in the middle of 
an industrial wastescape, sand- 


bags piled high around its base. 
A day later, the whole thing has 
vanished: blown to smithereens in a ball 


of fire and smoke. 


If only some of the City spivs and self- 
fulfilling prophets of doom, so eagerly 
talking down Britain's financial prospects, 
could have been here to watch the 
fireworks. For ifyou want to see what real 
economic growth looks like, then this is 


the place to be. 


I am nowhere near the Black Sea, but 
next to the North Sea. In fact, Iam only a 
short drive from the North York Moors 


and James Herriot country. 


Nor was this any ordinary demolition. It 
is believed to have been the largest 


controlled explosion in Britain 
since World War II. 

Bringing down the average block 
of flats or redundant industrial 
chimney stack usually involves 
pulverising a few thousand tons of 
brick and concrete. This thing, 
dominating the skyline for as long 
as most people can remember, was 
in a different league. British Steel's 
former Basic Oxygen Steelmaking 
(BOS) plant here at Redcar 
involved 105,000 tons of solid steel 
and iron. It took nearly two tons of 
explosives to bring it down. 

What's more, this was just one in 
a series of monster detonations 
scheduled around here in the 
weeks ahead. 

For things are moving fast on 
Teesside. And thanks to the 
Government's latest, much- 
mocked Budget proposals, they 
may be about to move faster still. 

This former industrial works — 
the largest brownfield site in 
Europe — is precisely the sort of 
place that is being proposed as a 
new Investment Zone”, strategi- 
cally designed to get the economy 
going, with hefty tax and planning 
breaks for investors. Here, in other 
words, is the flipside of all the 
horror headlines that we have 
been digesting in recent days. 

“These investment plans are 
going to be hugely beneficial if the 
Government can get them going 
fast enough, says Ben Houchen, 
the man who pressed the detona- 
tor at the weekend's mega-blast. 
“These benefits are chunky. I don't

think people realise how chunky 
they are. Ithink too many political 
commentators get too caught up 
in all the rhetoric rather than 
paying more attention to 
the economics.” 

Mr Houchen is the young (35- 
year-old) can-do Conservative 
Mayor of Tees Valley, the combined 
authority spanning five council 
areas of the North East, including 
Middlesbrough, Hartlepool and 
Darlington, and almost 700,000 
people. He was first elected in this 
erstwhile Labour stronghold in 
2017, long before the phrase Red 
Wall" had entered popular parlance. 
He was voted in a second time last 
year with a thumping 73 per cent 
of the vote, on the back of all the 
inward investment which has 
come to the region on his watch. 

“People say they want post-Brexit 
Britain to become “Singapore-on- 
Thames”. Well, we're “Singapore- 
on-Tees” already, he says, pointing 
to the fact that Tees Valley now has 
Britain's first and, thus far, only 
operational “Freeport”. Like Marga- 
ret Thatcher's dramatic rejuvena- 
tion of London's Docklands during 


the 1980s, this is the Brexit-driven 
scheme to create ten customs-free, 
regulation-light industrial areas, 
first unveiled by then-Chancellor 
Rishi Sunak in 2020. 

Sunak's successor Kwasi 
Kwarteng has gone further in his 
not-so-'mini'-Budget by announc- 
ing plans for Investment Zones'in 
up to 38 local authority areas, all 
chosen for their growth potential. 
They include parts of Teesside. 
Successful applicants will enjoy 
even more generous exemptions 
on stamp duty, business rates, 
National Insurance and planning 
rules, subject to a rubber-stamp 
in Whitehall. 

“The scheme has only just been 
announced, but Mr Houchen has 
already identified four areas for 
which he will be seeking Tnvest- 
ment Zone” status. 


ROPOSED sites include 

the town centres of Mid- 

dlesbrough and Hartlepool 

plus much of this sprawling 
ex-steelopolis where Mr Houchen 
was pressing the button. He is no 
government patsy. He doesn't 
mince his words and is quite happy 
to tell me what was wrong with Mr 
Kwarteng's Budget. 

“What is a failure is that everyone 
is talking about getting rid of the 
45p tax rate and nobody's talking 
about the billions of subsidy for 
capping energy bills. The optics

are wrong. It sends out the wrong 
message when people are worry- 
ing about turning on the heating, 
he says. However, when it comes 
to the current crisis of confidence, 
he believes that the Bank of 
England is “more to blame than 
the Budget”. 

During the Tory leadership race, 
he was a staunch supporter of 
Rishi Sunak whose Richmond 
constituency is just up the road. 
Mr Sunak, of course, warned 
against the sort of tax cuts which 
Liz Truss and Mr Kwarteng are 
now championing. 

Mr Houchen, however, believes 
that the media and Labour are so 
obsessed with doom and gloom 
that they are incapable of seeing a 
broader picture. “People are talk- 
ing about the turmoil with the 
Pound but it's back to where it was. 
Gas wholesale prices are below 
where they were at the start of the 
Russian invasion of Ukraine. Petrol 
prices in our town are still very 
high. But in places they're back 
down to £1.60 a litre,' he says. 

Meanwhile, he says, the 
potential of these “Investment 
Zones”, on top of the “Freeports', 
should be a 'game-changer' for 
inward investment. 

We are talking at his office inside 
Teesside International Airport, 
the loss-making local airport he 
insisted on buying when he 
became mayor Tt has since become 
part of the 'Freeport' scheme and 
is about to receive a £25million 


investment from the U.S. aviation 
giant Willis, which is planning a 
new aircraft maintenance opera- 
tion here. Nearby, plans are taking 
shape for a new plant making avia- 
tion fuel from biomass products. 

During this summer's air travel 
meltdown, Teesside International 
Airport was an exception. “We kept 
the staff on full furlough so that 
when we reopened, it was 
seamless,' says Mr Houchen. 

Thave had to wait my turn to see 
Mr Mayor. Our meeting is delayed 
because a team of private equity 
investors have dropped by to 
discuss plans for manufacturing 
and office developments. 

The really plum target, Mr 
Houchen admits, is to pull in one 
of the automotive giants and 
replicate the Nissan plant up the 
road in Sunderland. 

*Over the past three or four years, 
there has been a regular tick of car 
manufacturers who go round 
Europe, he says. “They look at the 
UK and for whatever reason they 
decide against it. I think if the UK 
gets its act together on Invest- 
ment Zones, we could see a 
number of manufacturers thinking 
again. I can see us landing at least 
one if we have our way.” 


E BELIEVES that a prime 

site for any new car plant 

would be this sprawling 

industrial wastescape, now 
called Teesworks. 

Ijoin one of Mr Houchen's team 
for a tour of a site which used to 
emit so much smoke that Britain's 
carbon footprint dropped by 6 per 
cent when it shut. At 4,500 acres, 
this complex is three times the 
size of Gibraltar (and seven times 
the City of London). There are no 
signs and no road names. You 
navigate using the hulks of bygone 
blast furnaces and chimneys still 
peppering the horizon.

AN Instagram moderator has 
accused the social media giant of

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Will bird flu 
stuff Christmas 
turkey supply? 


STOCKS of festive turkeys could be at 
risk if the worst bird flu outbreak in UK 
history spreads, farmers warn. 

More than three million birds have been 
culled so far and poultry producers are 
growing increasingly concerned about 
their livestock. 

Special protection zones to try to con- 
tain the disease have been set up in 
Norfolk, Suffolk, parts of Essex and the 
whole of the South West of England. 

James Mottershead, chairman of the 
National Farmers' Union poultry board, 
said: “Tf bird flu gets into turkeys that 
could cause holy carnage; that could 
cause real supply chain issues in the 
run-up to Christmas. I know of some 
instances where seasonal turkey produc- 
ers have been affected.” 

Farms which have an outbreak and are 
classed as infected could have to stop 
raising birds for up to a year, he added. 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs said around one billion 
birds a year are produced by British farm- 
ers and officials were working to “eradi- 
cate the disease as quickly as possible". 


Quality Street's 
greener sweets 


SWEET lovers will soon be noticing a 
change to their boxes of Quality Street. 

The twist wrappers on the chocolates 
are to be made from paper instead of 
plastic as Nestle switches to greener 
packaging in the coming months. 

The confectionery giant will also be 
wrapping KitKats with plastic that is 80 
per centrecycled. 

Replacing the cellulose-foil Quality 
Street wrappers on nine ofthe 1 sweets 
will mean billions fewer bits of plastic in 
its supply chain. 

The other two sweets use just foil and 
will stay the same. 

Nestle said that, unlike cellulose, the 
new wrappers break down easily and 
are accepted in household recycling. 


125 fans die in 
football crush 


AT least 125 fans died after a crush at an 
overcrowded Indonesian football stadium 
in one of sport's worst ever disasters. 

Many victims were trampled to death in 
a stampede while hundreds more were 
injured after police fired tear gas at the 
42,000-capacity stadium in Malang, East 
Java. Violence had flared at the end of 
Saturday's match after Arema FC lost 3-2 
to rivals Persebaya Surabaya. 

“Thousands of Arema supporters invaded 
the pitch and threw missiles. Witnesses 
said police reacted by firing tear gas “con- 
tinuously and fast”. Many surged towards 
the exits where they suffocated or were 
trampled. The violence also spread out- 
side. One fan said: “The stadium turned 
into a smoke-filled battleground.”

HE Iran of my mother, Leila, 
exists only in photographs. I 
remember first seeing them 
as a small boy in the 1980s, 
tucked away in drawers in the 
sitting room of our London home. 

“They thrilled me: snapshots of a lost world of 
excitement and glamour. Here was my mother 
in a black cocktail dress, laughing at a high- 
society event, surrounded by friends in Chanel 
dresses and Savile Row suits. 

There she stood with her fellow debutantes, 
some sporting quiveringly fashionable beehive 
hairstyles; or picnicking with a male friend, 
unmarried and 'unaccompanied'. Above all, in 
almost every photo, I could see her long hair, 
cascading freely round her shoulders. 

My mother lived with her sister Tamara and 
their parents in Shemiran, a verdant suburb of 
'Tehran that was, and is today, home to Iran's 
ruling class. 

“This was when Iran's Shah — or King — was 
at the peak of his imperial power. And while 
Iran was officially a Muslim state, in Shemiran, 
near the Shah's palace, Iran's elites gathered 
to dance, drink alcohol and talk business. They

worked and played like Parisians of the Orient. 
It was a life of chauffeurs, nannies and staff by 
the dozen, of cocktail parties and ski trips and 
endless shopping sprees. 

But if Iran was an Eden for many, then it'sno 
surprise that a serpent lurked there, too. 

My grandfather, Naim, knew that the cleric or 
'mullah' Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini was on 
a mission. He wanted to inflict fundamentalist 
Islam on to his country, and to end what he 
deemed the Shah's “Western decadence”. 

For years, exiled in Iraq and Paris, Khomeini 
preached against these elites. His sermons 
were smuggled into Iran on cassette tapes and 
illicitly spread throughout the country. They 
stoked fanaticism — as well as legitimate 
grievance at the Shah's increasingly autocratic 
and unequal society. 

In 1979, egged on by their exiled leader, 
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Khomeini, revolutionaries took to the streets 
to overthrow the Shah. They purged the army 
and police. They took their revenge on every- 
one they felt had opposed them. They murdered 
with impunity — often lining up their enemies 
against walls and shooting them. 

In came strict religious laws — especially on 
Iranian women, who were ordered to cover 
their hair with the hijab. Make no mistake: the 
“Islamic Republic' that replaced the Shah was 
born in violence and oppression and blood. 

My grandfather decided that our family 
should leave Iran for Britain. He made the 
right choice. One ofthe first places Khomeini's 
followers went to was Shemiran. 

Like all revolutionaries, they hankered after 
a bit of the good life. Our home, with its large 
grounds and many rooms, was occupied by the 
new regime's security forces. 

Family legend has it that just before she left, 
my grandmother, Marcelle, suffered the 
indignity of having to negotiate with these 
thugs so she could take as many of our family's 
possessions as possible to their new life 
thousands of miles away in Hampstead. 

Some years later, my mother met my father, 
Takis, who was studying in Britain having fled 
his native Greece after it had 
experienced its own military coup. 

I grew up to become a political 
author and war reporter. Perhaps, 
given my family's history, that was 
always going to be my destiny. 


€rÊÕroo 
TODAY, death stalks Tehran's 
streets once again. 

At least 76 protesters have been 
murdered across the country by the 
regime's goons, trying — and so far 
failing — to suppress an outpouring 
of frustration and rage. 

The protests have been led by 
young people, many of them women, 
and have carried on for more than 
two weeks. They began after Mahsa 
Amini, a 22-year-old Kurdish woman, 
was arrested in Tehran on Septem- 
ber 16 by officers from Iran's notori- 
ous 'Morality Police' — state officials 
charged with ensuring the country's 
absurd religious rules are met. 

In practice, they spend their time 
controlling the way women act and 
dress. Mahsa's crime? Showing too 
much hair under her hijab. For this, 
she was dragged off to jail. The Iran 
my mother knew in its 1960s heyday 
feels tragically distant now. 

Mahsa was pronounced dead three 
days after she was taken into 
custody — where she was suppos- 
edly being 're-educated". 

The police claimed she collapsed 
and died due to heart failure — but, 
obviously, no one believes that. 

Witnesses say she was beaten as

the police bundled her into their van. 
According to some accounts, she 
suffered such a tremendous blow to 
the head that she was probably 
medically dead by the time she 
reached hospital. 

Protests began the day after 
Mahsa's funeral and haven't stopped 
since. Tens of thousands of people — 
among them many women — have 
poured on to the streets in more 
than 100 towns and cities across 
Iran, enraged at her death and at 
four decades of oppression. 

They know what they want. They 
chant it in the streets. Justice, 
liberty, no to mandatory hijab" they 
cry. 'Death to the dictator! they roar. 
They tear down images of Iran's 
Supreme Leader, Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei, who succeeded Khomeini 
in 1989. This bloodthirsty regime has 
responded in the only way it knows: 
with extreme violence. 

The hated brownshirts beat and 
torture and shoot. Thousands have 
been arrested; more brave young 
people will die. 

The Ministry of Intelligence has 
texted every mobile user in Iran, 
warning that anyone taking to the 
streets will be punished under 
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Glamour: David's mother Leila 
in Iran in the 1960s and, above, 
protests in Tehran on Saturday 


the strictest Sharia Law. But still the 
people protest. 

Mark my words: this is the begin- 
ning of the end of the Islamic Repub- 
lic. It may not come imminently. For 
now, the security forces remain loyal: 
the regime takes good care of them. 
Iran's security chiefs know that ifthe 
mullahs fall, they fall with them. 

But the regime has lost its legiti- 
macy — and will never recover it. 
These protests are merely the latest 
in a series that have strafed Iran 
since 2019, when more than 1,500 
protesters were reportedly killed. 

In truth, Covid-19 gave the regime 
a stay of execution, forcing people 
into their homes. But the anger and 
defiance has remained. 

It is difficult to speak to ordinary 
Iranians. The regime is hunting them 
down. It has shut off the internet 
across large parts of Iran. Anyone 
caught speaking to the media — 
especially Western outlets — is likely 
to be imprisoned and even killed. 

But I have contacts in Iran: 1 know 
some of those resisting. Using 'VPNs'" 
— technology that hides an internet 
user's location — they can circum- 
vent blocked social media sites, 
organise and mobilise. 

And soon they may get help from 
halfway across the world. The Tesla 
tycoon Elon Musk, now the richest 
person in the world, has said he plans 
to allow Iranians to use his Starlink 
satellites to access the internet. 

This could be a game changer, as it 
has proved — and as I have seen for 
myself — for the Ukrainians fighting 
Vladimir Putin. 

At the heart of these protests are 
Iran's women. It is they who have 
bravely ripped off their oppressive 
hijabs — the ultimate symbol of the 
hated regime. It is they who are 
publicly cutting offlocks of their own 
hair, in what has become an act of 
defiance against the regime. 

On Thursday, I spoke to Shirin, 25, 
who has been risking her life to 
protest in recent days. “For as long as 
I can remember I have had to worry 
about how I dress, how I walk, how 
much make up I wear, in case it upsets 
an old man in [clerical] robes,' she 
told me. T am sick of having no free- 
dom to wear what I want, no freedom 
to travel where I want. 1 am sick of 
the endless economic crisis. 1 want a 
job and a future.” 

Her family are terrified. Her father 
begs her not to go onto the streets 
in case she becomes another Mahsa. 
But she won't listen. “I've had 
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Over 40 years ago, this writer's family fled Iran, 


their home seized, their “Eden' lost. Now, a new 
revolution has begun — led by the very women the 
Islamic regime has been most anxious to oppress

enough, she says. T have nothing 
left to lose.” 

Arash, 21, is a student at Tehran 
University. As he recounts his own 
disgust, he burns with passion. 
“This regime belongs in the Middle 
Ages, he says. Tt does not respect 
the most basic human liberties, 
women's rights or the rules of free- 
dom of speech. Their language is 
the language of death. They do not 
abide by any international laws.” 


Arash has seen his peers beaten 
and arrested every day. T know 
people who've lost their eyes, with 
broken arms, with massive injuries 
to their backs. I've seen people 
murdered with brute force. 

“T've seen hand-to-hand fighting, 
protesters hit on the head with 
batons. Blood is the price — and 
we are paying it in the streets.” 

He points not just to the regime's 
violence, however, but to its dizzy- 


ing corruption and incompetence. 
Despite the revenues from its vast 
oil and gas resources, more than 
25million Iranians — almost one 
in three — were living in poverty 
last year. 

Of course, Western sanctions on 
Iran over its nuclear programme 
and human rights record have 
played their part. But billions of oil 
dollars have disappeared into the 
pockets of corrupt officials. 


Between the 1979 revolution and 
2022, the country's per capita 
income increased by less than 
1 per cent. In August, inflation hit 
52.2 per cent. 

There is only so long you can 
oppress a population. What makes 
these protests different is they are 
not about vote-rigging or 
corruption, but the very essence of 
the regime. 

In Iran, which uses a different

calendar from the West, the youth- 
ful protesters are known as the 
*“1380s' generation. Teenagers and 
those in their early 20s are leading 
the protests — they despise the rev- 
olutionary class that seized power 
decades before they were born. 

“This generation has known social 
media all their lives — and that is 
crucial. Iranians, as my mother 
could tell you, have always looked 
West, but the internet has been 
essential in shaping the 1380s' 
understanding of the world. 

“They can see what they're being 
denied: they hold it in the palm of 
their hands. 

“We want a new revolution, says 
Arash. “We want democracy. That

is the only way that we can achieve 
freedom and justice.” 

His calls are being echoed around 
the world. In London, hundreds 
have gathered to express their 
rage and disgust at the regime's 
behaviour. Last month, police were 
forced to step in after crowds 
surged toward the Iranian embassy 
in Kensington, London. 

Meanwhile, the hacker group 
Anonymous is disrupting Iranian 
government accounts, helping the 
protesters by bringing down state 
websites — including those ped- 
dling regime propaganda — when 
the mullahs need them most. 

This week, I took out those old 
photos of my mother in her youth 
in Tehran. Once more, I saw what 
her country used to be. 

But this time, for the first time, 
hope mingled with grief. Iran will 
rise again — is rising again. 

Instead of the Shah and instead 
of the mullahs, it will one day have 
true democracy. 

“The time is fast approaching for 
Shirin and Arash. And the most 
beautiful irony of all? That one of 
the world's most misogynistic 
regimes will one day — and before 
long — be brought down by the 
bravery of women.

BRITISH academics are calling 
for the Rosetta Stone to be 
returned to Egypt after more than 
200 years in the UK. 

Experts have signed a petition saying 
the treasured 2,200-year-old slab, 
which enabled the decoding of 
hieroglyphs in 1822-1824, should be 
handed back. 

Joyce Tyldesley, professor of Egyptology 
at the University of Manchester, said it 
was the right time to return it. 

She added: “Talks could start now in 
the 200th anniversary year of the deci- 
pherment of the stone to send it back to 
continue its journey. There would be no 
harm in that.” Speaking to The Sunday 
Times, she added: “Why is it in London as

opposed to in Cairo? Her calls were ech- 
oed by Dr Nicky Nielsen, a senior lecturer 
in Egyptology, also at the University of 
Manchester. 

He said the stone would be a “big draw” 
for the Grand Egyptian Museum in Giza, 
which is now being built. It comes as the 
Greek prime minister is preparing to 
speak to Liz Truss about the prospect of 
Britain returning the Elgin Marbles — 
which are also in the British Musuem. 

The petition antro for its return was 
launched in Egypt and has since

ster. French soldiers stumbled 
upon the 760kg (120stone) slab 
near the town of Rosetta in 1799. 
The British then took the stone 
after defeating the French in 
Egypt in 1801. It became the key 
that unlocked the mysterious hier- 
oglyphic script of the pharaohs, 
because it bears a decree written 
in three ways: in hieroglyphics, 
demotic (the Egyptian language of 
its era), and ancient Greek. 

“The decree, issued in 196 BC and 


attesting to the devoutness of 
ruler Ptolemy V, was easily trans- 
lated from the ancient Greek. 

But it took a further 20 years 
after the stone's discovery for 
French scholar and polymath 
Jean-Francois Champollion to 
crack the other two languages — 
partly through deciphering 
the hieroglyphs by identifying 
names of people in the text. 
The British Museum is holding 
a special exhibition featuring 


the stone from October 13. Cura- 
tor Nona Regulski said: “We are 
telling the story of decipherment 
of Egyptian hieroglyphs which 
happened 200 years ago, so that's 
what we're celebrating... 

“Also, it provides us with an 
opportunity to contextualise the 
story a bit better and to tell more 
complete stories about the role of 
the stone in the decipherment, 
but also how it came to the British 
Museum." Miss Regulski said the

stone had been in Paris's Louvre 
“for a very brief period” in 1972 and 
was also moved during the Second 
World War for its protection. 

The exhibition will also feature 
the 3,000-year-old illustrated Book 
of the Dead of Queen Nedjmet, 
alongside a set of vessels that 
preserved the organs of the 
deceased. And the mummy band- 
age of Aberuait, which has never 
been displayed in the UK, has 
been loaned by the Louvre.

THE Greek prime minister is 
hopeful King Charles will aid his 
latest bid to return the Elgin 
Marblesto Athens. 

Kyriakos Mitsotakis believes 
Britain is edging closer to hand- 
ing back the sculptures and will 
raise the issue with Liz Truss on a 
visit to London later this year. 

The 2,500-year-old marbles 
were taken from the Parthenon 
between 1801 and 1812 by Lord 
Elgin, ambassador to the Otto- 
man Empire. The Greeks say they 
were stolen, but the British 
Museum Act 1963 prevents own- 
ership of artefacts being trans- 
ferred from the museum. 

Mr Mitsotakis, 54, told The Sun- 
day Times he had a good per- 
sonal relationship” with King 
Charles and believes he is sup- 
portive. The King, he said, has “a 
Greek heritage which he values 
and cherishes”, adding: “I think 
the mood is changing in the UK.* 

It has emerged that Greek 
businessman John Lefas, 71, is 
investing millions to fly British 
MPs to Athens to lobby them to 
overturn UK law and allow the 
marbles' return.

And, inevitably, the resulting 
coverage, with its headlines of 'Meghan: My 
Struggles”, overshadowed coverage of the 
last day of the Cambridges' tour. 

William and Kate's team was not happy, it 
seems, and saw it as a deliberate attempt to 
knock the couple out of the headlines. 
Relations between the two households 
became quite tense. 

“The documentary had also shown not only 
Meghan's evident pain but also how far 
Harry and William had drifted apart. 

Asked by Bradby about the rift between 
him and William, Harry had 
chosen not to deny it, but said 
instead: “We are certainly on 
different paths at the moment... 
As brothers, you know, you have 
good days, you have bad days.” 

William, home after the Paki- 
stan tour, appears to have been 
taken aback at such a stark 
portrayal of his brother and 
sister-in-law's unhappiness. He 
realised they were in crisis. 

The day after the documen- 
tary aired, William WhatsApped 
his brother to ask if he could 
come and see him. This put 
Harry and Meghan into a spin. 
What should they do? 

Initially, Harry was in favour. 
Then he spoke to his brother 
again, and asked him whom he 
would tell 


ILLIAM explained 

that he'd have to 

clear his schedule, 

which would mean 
telling his private secretary. At 
that point, Harry told him 
Don't come. 

He was so concerned that 
William's team would leak the 
visit to the Press that he 
would rather not see his 
brother than risk it getting into 
the papers. To everyone who 
knew what was going on, this 
was heartbreaking. 

It highlighted the dysfunction 
at the heart of so many royal 
relationships, and how members 
of the Royal Family so rarely pick 
up the phone to speak to each 
other directly. Instead, they com- 
municate via the apparatus around 
them. And the result is mistrust 
and division.

frey in March 2021, Meghan would 
discuss her mental fragility at 
greater length. 

She talked about the pressure 
she'd felt from online abuse and

rooted only in truth. And yet a 
succession of decent people, all of 
whom had believed in Meghan and 
wanted to make her position work, 
came to be so disillusioned that 
they began to suspect that even 
her most heartfelt pleas for help 
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were part of a deliberate strategy 
that had one end in sight — her 
departure. Perhaps, they say, noth- 
ing the palace could do was ever 
going to be good enough. 

“She was looking for examples of 
us failing her from the beginning, 
believes one former staffer. “We 
were having to prove that the 
institution would bend over back- 
wards to make her happy. 

“Tt felt like that wasn't what 
she wanted, but that she wanted 
to be rejected.” 

The feeling among like-minded 
staff was that Meghan wanted to 
leave a trail of evidence behind, so 
that when the time came for the 
couple to leave the monarchy, she 


would be able to say: 'Look how 
they failed to support me. They left 
me with no choice but to leave.” 

Some staff saw the problem as 
inextricably linked with the 
couple's fury about some of the 
press coverage, which they felt was 
sexist and even racist, 

Tt also stung that Meghan had 
been dubbed Duchess Difficult 
because of the high staff turnover 
in their household. 

As one source put it: “The way I 
see it, their view of not getting 
institutional support was that 
they were not getting permission 
to blow up the [royal] institution's 
relationships with the media.” 

Others suspected that, in the

end, Meghan wanted to make 
money for herself. And the only 
way she could do that was by 
leaving behind her royal life in the 
UK and retuming to America. 

Too cynical? Perhaps. But the 
sad truth is that the relationships 
between Meghan and her advisers 
were in such a sorry state that this 
is what they genuinely believed. 

Some argue that she never really 
wanted to be accepted by the 
Royal Family. That may be true. 

But it's also true that if the 
institution had tried harder, and if 
she'd been more willing to adapt 
herself to palace life, she could 
have been one of the Royal 
Family's greatest assets. 

The idea that she wanted to be 
rejected is challenged by her 
lawyers, Schillings. 

Instead, they say she had a “clear 
desire to fit in'. 

“She left her country, career 
and life in North America to 
commit herself fully to her new 
role and made every effort to 
honour that commitment.” 


IF THE danger signs were there 
from the beginning, so were 
the warnings. 

The Sussexes' private secretary 


Sam Cohen told two Key courtiers 
— the private secretaries to both 
Prince Charles and the Queen — 
that ifit all went wrong with Harry 
and Meghan, the palace needed 
evidence of the duty of care the 
institution had shown them. 

The “duty of care” was crucial: 
“[Sam] was a broken record with 
them on that,' said a source. 

By the time Meghan gave her 
interview to Oprah Winfrey, 
however, the palace had lost the 
argument over duty of care. 

The duchess had hijacked the 
narrative by making it all about 
her mental health, which meant 
everything the palace had done to 
support the couple — including 
giving them a team who'd have 
done anything to help them 
succeed — was simply forgotten. 

Instead, the duchess was able to 
point out all the times that the 
organisation had failed her. 

One of them was when she went 
to the palace's head of HR in 
January 2019, saying she needed 
to get help with her mental health 
issues. She was given a sympa- 
thetic hearing but sent on her way, 
as was inevitable: HR is there to 
deal with employee issues, not 
members of the Royal Family. 

Meghan would presumably have 
known that, so what was she doing 


there in the first place? Laying a 
trail of evidence would be the 
cynical answer. So desperate that 
she did not know where to turn 
would be the more charitable 
interpretation. 

In the Oprah interview, Meghan 
also made the startling claim that 
she went to one of the “most senior 
people, saying she needed to go 
somewhere to get help — only to 
be told it wouldn't be “good for 
the institution'. 

It is a strange thought: would 
anyone really say that to a 
pregnant woman? 

Until one hears from the other 
person in the room, it's difficult to 
know what to make of this. 

However, the truth remains that 
Meghan appears to have been in a 
bad place. And Harry knew she 
was suffering. 

Yet when Oprah asked why he 
didn't go to his own family to say 
his wife needed help, he said: T 
guess I was ashamed of admitting 
it to them.” 

We can all understand such 
feelings of shame: mental health 
can be hard to talk about. 

However, there is also something 
not quite right here. 

Since 2016, Harry had devoted 
much of his energy to Heads 
Together, a campaign he had 
launched with William and Kate to 
try to persuade people to overcome 
the stigma surrounding 
mental health. 

Years before, he'd decided to 
seek help himself after suffering 
his own mental crisis. Could he not 
have helped his wife do likewise? 

And if he couldn't, he must have 
met scores of people through 
Heads Together who could have 
offered help and support. As one 
well-informed source said: “He 
would have known exactly where 
to turn, who to call, what to do.” 

Elsewherein the Oprah interview, 
Meghan talked warmly of Julia 
Samuel, the psychotherapist who 
had been a friend of Princess Diana 
and remained close to Harry. She 
had, Meghan said, “continued to 


be a friend and confidante”. Julia 
Samuel would also, presumably, 
have been an ideal person for the 
couple to go to for help.

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ANALYSING Meghan's interview 
with Oprah is a complicated 
business, because some of it sim- 
ply isn't true. That doesn't mean, 
however, that all ofit isn't true. 

One of the moments that is 
glaringly misleading is when 
Meghan tells Oprah: “When I 
joined that family, that was the 
lasttime.... that I saw my passport, 
my driver's licence, my keys. AN 
that gets turned over. I didn't see 
any of that any more.” 

In the first six months of her 
marriage, there had been foreign 
holidays in Italy, Canada and 
Amsterdam, to say nothing of the 
couple's honeymoon. Then in 2019, 
Meghan visited Ibiza, France, Italy 
and New York (twice). It would 
have been a challenge to do all 
those trips without a passport. 

I'm not going to go through every 
example in the interview of 
statements that are untrue, or 
misleading, such as her claim that 
they actually got married three 
days before their wedding. It's 
instructive, however, to look at one 
of Meghan's central claims: that 
the palace was not doing enough 
to stand up for her. 

She told Oprah: “Not only was I 
not being protected... they were 
willing to lie to protect other mem- 
bers of the family, but they weren't 
willing to tell the truth to protect 
me and my husband.” 

The overriding issue that 
concerned her was a newspaper 
story about Kate crying after a 
bridesmaid's dress fitting for 
Princess Charlotte that took place 
before the wedding. 

“The narrative with Kate — which 
didn't happen — was really, really 
difficult, Meghan told Oprah. T 
think that's when everything 
changed, really.” 

The truth is that, after the dress 
fitting, Meghan had become 
obsessed with trying to persuade 
the palace press office to put 
something out denying the story. 

However, they were equally 
adamant that it would be a serious 
mistake to start briefing about 
personal stories relating to 
differences between members of 
the Royal Family. 


OT only did they not 

want to brief against 

other royals, but they 

feared it would create a 
precedent, making it harder in 
future for them to avoid comment- 
ing on personal tittle-tattle. 

Tt would also fan the flames of 
the story, ensuring it continued to 
fill the pages of the newspapers for 
several days to come. 

This became a major point of 
contention between Meghan and 
her media advisers. 

On Oprah, Meghan went further 
than denying the Kate-in-tears 
story, however. Instead, she said, 
the reverse had happened. 

“She was upset about something 
pertaining [to] flower-girl dresses, 
and it made me cry, and it really 
hurt my feelings.” 

It was not an attractive perform- 
ance: Meghan had spent months 
complaining about how her repu- 
tation had been smeared in the 
Press, and now she was doing the 
same to Kate, who quite clearly 
was never going to respond. 

The story of Kate's tears was not 
the first time Meghan had tried to 
persuade the press office to brief 
journalists about an issue that was 
bothering her. The other concerned 
the departure of a member of staff, 
whose settlement deal contained a 
non-disclosure agreement. 

Despite the employee being 
legally obliged to remain silent, 
the Sussexes — who say they 
didn't know about the non- 
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disclosure agreement — repeatedly 
tried to get their communications 
secretary Jason Knauf to brief 
journalists about what Meghan 
saw as the reason behind the 
employee's departure. 

Knauf refused, because he 
disagreed with Meghan's 
interpretation of events. He also 
thought briefing against the 
individual was wrong.

LOOKING back on the saga of 
Harry and Meghan's rift with the 
Royal Family, there are still 
questions to be asked. 

Were the senior courtiers in the 
royalinstitution — Prince Charles's 
private secretary Clive Alderton; 
and the Queen's, Edward Young 
— unaware of Meghan and Harry's 
deepening unhappiness? 

Or were they burying their heads 
in the sand? Did they let their 
personal dislike of Meghan pre- 
vent them from seeing the very 
obvious dangers that lay ahead?

NE former palace 
insider believes the way 
the developing crisis 
was handled was 
“incompetent beyond belief”. 

“think Meghan thought she was 
going to be the Beyoncé of the 
UK, said the insider. “Being part of 
the Royal Family would give her 
that kudos. 

“What she discovered was that 
there were so many rules that were 
so ridiculous, she couldn't even do 
the things she could have done as 
a private individual... 

“Tt required the decision-makers 
to sit around a table and say: “OK, 
what are we going to do about 
this? What do you need to feel 
better? And what can we give?” 

The situation wasn't helped by 
Harry and Meghan's deteriorating 
relationship with both Young 
and Alderton. 

Meghan apparently saw the 
Queen's private secretary as “an 
inflexible, bureaucratic figure” and 
Harry was just as dismissive of the 
two senior courtiers as she was. 

So another view is nothing could 
have saved the situation. The two 
sides were just too far apart. 


—— 


CRUCIALLY, it was the Queen 
who took the view that unless they 
were prepared to abide by the 
restrictions that applied to 
working members of the Royal 
Family, they couldn't be allowed to 
carry out part-time official duties. 

But the Sussexes wanted their 
freedom to make money AND to 
dip their toes into U.S. politics. 
There was no way to reach an 
agreement on that point. 

“There is one final thought on 
this, from a surprising source: 
perhaps the Sussexes' departure 
from the country and the Royal 
Family was not the untrammelled 
disaster so many think it was. 

One courtier, who knows Harry 
and remains upset about what he 
and Meghan did, said: “Part of me 
thinks Meghan did Harry the 
greatest kindness anyone could do, 
which was to take him out of the 
Royal Family, because he was 
desperately unhappy in the last 
couple of years of his working life. 

“We knew he was unhappy, but 
we didn't really know what the 
solution would be. She came along 
and found the solution.”

formal complaint to the Tavis- 
tock Trust in January last year. 
And in March this year she 
filed documents at the Central 
London County Court. 

According to The Daily Tele- 
graph, Miss Gallagher thinks 
it will be the first legal case 
that hinges on lack of belief”. 

She argues a white Christian 
woman cannot believe in criti- 
cal race theory, which states 
racism is systemic and 
institutional. 

The Tavistock and Portman 
Trust said it could not com- 
ment on claims that were part 
of an “ongoing legal case”. 


Under-45s 
lead exodus 
of hospital 
nursing staff 


TWO-THIRDS of nurses 
who left the NHS in the 
past year were under 45, 
damning analysis by a 
think-tank shows. 

Nearly 23,000 younger nurses 
quit, up 26 per cent from the 
previous year for this age 
group, said the King's Fund. 

It found that almost a quar- 
ter of all those who left were 
under 30, showing the exodus 
is not driven by retirement. 

Last week analysis by the 
Nuffield Trust revealed that 
more than 40,000 nurses have 
left in the past year, one in 
nine of the workforce. 

The King's Fund added that 
from June 2021 to June this 
year, there was a 25 per cent 
rise in the number leaving, 
with 7,000 more going com- 
pared with the previous year. 

According to the most recent 
NHS staff survey, 52 per cent. 
had felt unwell due to work- 
related stress and 40 per cent 
felt burnt out. 

Nurses are also angry over 
pay with voting about to start 
on strike action for the first 
time in the Royal College of 
Nursing's 100-year history. 

The Department of Health 
said there were over 29,000 
more nurses in the NHS than 
in September 2019.

Would you suck a 
sea moss sweet to 


GET SLIM? 


OST ofus will 
have used it 
to decorate 
sandcastles 
on the beach. 
But now sea moss, found 
on the shores of Ireland, 
Cornwall and the 
Caribbean, is being touted 
as a superfood akin to kale 
and kefir, with supposed 
wonder properties. 

Apparently, chondrus crispus, 
as it's known in Latin, can aid 
weight loss, is great for nails 
and skin, boosts the immune 
system, helps digestion and is 
full of minerais and vitamins. 

It comes in many forms, from 
capsules and gummy sweets to 
a powder, which makes it easy 
to add to smoothies and stews. 

“We've seen a huge spike in 
sales — up 36 per cent over the 
past month compared with 
the month before, says Adrian 
Boswell, a food buyer at 
Selfridges, which now stocks 
sea moss supplements. 

He adds the product's recent 
popularity is down “in part to 
exposure on social media and 
celebrity advocates. Sales have 
been so strong that we have 
just added tonics to the range, 
alongside the gel and mylks 
[vegan milk shakes)”. 

And there is no bigger celebrity 
advocate in the world than Kim 
Kardashian, who has shared 
with her 74 million Twitter 
followers that “sea moss 
smoothies are really good". 


OME experts are 
dubious about the 
health claims, however. 
Dr Stacey Lockyer, 
senior nutrition scientist at the 
British Nutrition Foundation, 
points out there is a lack of 
human studies about the effects 
of sea moss. She adds that, while 
high in fibre, B vitamins and a 
range of minerals including iron, 
zinc and iodine, “all of these 
nutrients can be found in every- 
day foods and you can get the 
amounts you need if you follow 
a healthy, balanced diet”. 
Also, there are risks connected 
to digesting too much iodine. 
“Taking high doses of iodine 
for long periods of time could 
change the way your thyroid 
gland works, warns Dr Lockyer. 
Simon Frederick, founder 
of Pardasa, which makes sea 
moss gel, says: 'My dad is from 
St Lucia in the Caribbean and 
it's been a big thing over there 
for a very long time, but it's only 
taken hold in the UK recently.” 
While he agrees that some of 
the health claims are based on 


anecdotal evidence, rather than 
rigorous, peer-reviewed medical 
studies, he adds: T've seen 
people really helped, especially 
those with gut problems and 
irritable bowel syndrome.” 

So which are the most 
interesting products on the 
market, what do they promise to 
do and what do they taste like? 


CHEWY SEA VEGGIES 
The Cornish Seaweed 
Company, 100% Organic 
Irish Moss, 209, 
£ô, planetorganic.com 
THIS is dried seaweed in its 
purest form. It looks like it was 
in a rockpool only a few hours 
ago. Eaten straight out of the 
pack, it's chewy with a faint hint 
of whelk — which I rather like. 
The company has a licence 
from The Crown Estate “to 
sustainably hand cut all our 
organic sea veggies' from the 
Cornish coast. It makes no bold 
health promises and advises 
adding a pinch of the stuff to 
milk and cocoa to thicken a hot 
chocolate, or use as a vegan 
gelatine alternative. Clever. 4/5 


IRISH MYLK SHAKE 
Rumedii Irish Moss 

Mylk Shake, 500ml, 

£6.99, rumedii.com 

RUMEDII was started by Gee 
Williams, who could not find 
nutrient-dense products for her 
son King, who has short gut 
syndrome and autism. 

However, it clearly states on 
the label: “This product is not 
intended to treat, diagnose, 
cure or prevent disease.” 

This is a vegan milk shake — 
hence the “'mylk' moniker — 
and is made up of Irish moss, 
oat milk, coconut milk, vanilla 
and cinnamon. 

It is sweet and very fragrant 
— the sensation is a little like 
tucking into an Indian dessert 
in a Mayfair parfumeur. I tried 
to force it on my kids. None of 
them liked it! It's creamy, but I 
find it too rich. 2.5/5 
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CARIBBEAN SALTY SNACK 
Gordon Watkins 100% High 
Grade Organic Sea Moss, 100g, 
£13.99, gordonwatkins.co.uk 
THIS has been “wild crafted in 
Grenada in the Caribbean, the 
packet says. Densely packed, it 
is full of dried moss that is grey 
and tastes very salty. 

It makes lots of health claims: 
“Contains 92 of the 102 minerals 
the body is made up of, known 
to treat various illnesses and 
health conditions; boosts the 
immune system.” 

Nutritionists say a healthy, 
nutrient-dense diet can play a 
role in supporting immunity, 
but there is no one specific food 
or nutrient that can ensure a 
healthy immune system. 2/5 


*'WEIGHT LOSS' SWEETS 
PJ Pharm Sea Moss 

Gummies, 60 gummies,

THESE look and taste a bit 
like an apple-flavoured 
gummy bear, though less 
sweet. Ifyou want to ingest sea 
moss, this is an easy and tasty 
way to do it, with two sweets 
containing 1.2g of sea moss and 
just 13 calories. 

It makes various claims on the 
bottle, including that sea moss 
“helps with weight loss', which 
is quite punchy, though experts 
do say that sea moss has a very 
high fibre content, which can 
have the effect of making you 
feel full for longer — reducing 
your hunger pangs. 4/5 


ECO-AWARE POWDER 
Time Health Organic 

Irish Sea Moss, 509, 

£10.99, timehealth.co.uk 

THIS is a fine, grey powder with 
a distinctly sea-salty tang to it. 
You add a quarter of a teaspoon 
(1g) to a shake, smoothie or 
even a soup or stew and it 
thickens it, acting almost like a 
vegan gelatine. 

The recommended dose is lg, 
which contains 0.4g of fibre — 
only a fraction of the 30g daily 
recommended amount. 

The British maker says its sea 
moss is sourced from “pristine 
Canadian waters” and that it 
will plant a tree for every 
order placed. 2/5 


MINERAL-BOOST GEL 
King Moss Premium

ONE of the more popular ways 
to take sea moss is in gel form. 
It's a rather strange, glutinous 
substance that has the 
consistency of wallpaper paste 
and is tasteless.

You add a tablespoon or two 
to smoothies, porridge or soups 
to boost your mineral intake 
without affecting the flavour of 
your meal.

incredible” brother Charlie died 
at the age of 62. The younger ofher 
two brothers, a respected 
radiologist who was blissfully 
married with two grown-up sons, 
Charlie had been battling a brain 
tumour for 15 months.

You hold 
onto memories of those lovely 
things, those gifts from nature, 
don't you? 

“But what I do realise as 
I speak [to other . 
people] is that so many 
of us have had signifi- 
cant challenges in our 
lives.

Loafers: The 
sensible shoe

OMETHING to cele- 
brate about fashion 
these days: useful things 
tend to stick around. 
This is partly because we 
like to hold on to what works and 
save our pennies and it's partly 
because we don't always recognise 
something's potential right away. Not 
even if that thing is a slip-on 
loafer, otherwise known as the new 
sensible shoe. 

Loafers of all shapes and sizes, 
particularly the chunkier sort, have 
beenin the fashion charts for a couple 
of years — and this autumn they are 
everywhere. In my local M&S last 
week, in the section marked Leather 


Smart Shoes, there were noth- 
ing but loafers on display. You 
can pick up a Tu loafer in your 
local Sainsbury's, and in & 
Other Stories there are 18 styles 
ofloafers — 19 if you count the 
backless, fur-lined ones. 

There's no doubt that if you 
want a really safe bet for the 
dreary, puddly months to come, 
it is a loafer. Even so, I bet 
you don't necessarily own a 
pair. Yet. 

That is probably because 
chunky-soled loafers remind 
Us of school shoes we might 
have worm a hundred years 
ago. You look at them and 
think of Britney Spears in the 
Baby One More Time video 
(loafers, overknee socks, micro 
school skirt), which is not at all 
the look we're aiming for. 

“The other stumbling block is 
the question of when would we 
actually wear a loafer? Your 
daughter is pulling on hers 
with three-quarter grey, wool 
socks and a short skirt (hoping 
to look like something off the 
Miu Miu catwalk). She likes 
the preppiness of them and the 
way they smarten up sporty 
track pants. 

But what about Us? 


HE answer is loafers 

plus tailored trou- 

sers. Any kind of 

trouser shape from 
slim and cropped to wide and 
straight will instantly look 
smarter and work-friendly. (mn 
theory, you can wear loafers 
with dresses and skirts, but for 
me that always ends up look- 
ing too old-school librarian, 
especially where tights are 
involved and a pair of boots 
will always look better.) 

Penny loafers are also a new 
way of tidying up denim and if 
you were considering wearing 
pleather trousers — there are 
almost as many of them around 
asthere are loafers — a cropped 
black pair looks best finished 
off with a plain or horsebit- 
buckle loafer. 

Something about this mascu- 
line neat shoe makes leather 
look chic and everyday, rather 
than rock *n' roll. In the Gucci 
show, tweedy trousers were 
teamed with black loafers and 
white socks, so no need to 
worry about the barefoot rule, 
by the way. Don't wear them 
with pop socks though; there

is something ageing about flat 
shoes and tights. 

As for the style of loafer, the 
solution to the chunky issue is 
to err on the side of solid rather 
than stacked. What makes 
loafers look modern is a little 
bit more substance — but that 
doesn't mean you need to 
opt for track soles, and 
I wouldn't. 

Kin does a solid-soled loafer 
that gives you a bit of lift and 
chunkiness (£65, johnlewis. 
com) or & Other Stories does 
a penny loafer with a chunky 
heel and a rubber sole (£100, 
stories.com,). This is the sweet 
spot of loafers — not too 
Miss Moneypenny but not 
too stompy. 

There's room for the classic 
penny loafer in your wardrobe 
of course and M&S Collection 
does an excellent version 
(£49.50, marksandspencer. 
com) as does Clarks (£67, 
clarks.co.uk), but outside the 
office I think plainer loafers

You can get most of these 
styles in leopard, mock croc or 
snake but then the sensible 
point of them begins to get 
lost.

And ifyou just can't get your

HOW LIVING IN THE 
MOMENT SAVED ME 


I STEPPED away from committing 
suicide in 2013. The year before I had 
been medically discharged from the 
military after 20 years for PTSD (post- 
traumatic stress disorder) and that's 
when I lost my way. In the next year I 
found myself in the emotional state of 
wanting to finish it. 

But I found a brilliant therapist, Alex, 
and we'd go for walks together. One day 
there was a kid in the woods, about 
18 months old, with her mum. Alex said: 
“Pay attention to what the child is 
doing.” After about half an hour it was

clear that this kid was just living in the 
moment. She did her own thing, fell 
over, cried, got up again, and did it 
again. She wasn't thinking about the 
past, wasn't worried about the future 
and didn't over-think things. It was such 
an important lesson. 

Towards the end of my military career 
I'd got married, had a kid and was still 
going off fighting. I was in a ditch in a 
horrific gunfight — one of my squadron 
had just been killed — and that's when 
my mental health problems began. 

I got divorced and had no money and 
was sleeping on friends' sofas. I couldn't, 
get a job in security because my mental 
health problems were on my record. I 
lost the ability to live in the moment, 
and was over-thinking things. 

“That's how I got so low — it was thanks 
to therapy and watching that toddler 
that I learned how to change things. 

Eventually, I got a job working as a 
medic for a TV crew, then a friend at 
Channel 4 recommended me for SAS: 
Who Dares Wins, which I joined in 2015. 
On the show I push myself to do things 
that are scary because it teaches me to 
live in the moment. 

Istarted a mental health organisation, 
Rock 2 Recovery, to help veterans deal- 
ing with mental health issues like T had, 
to show them there is a way back.

Peloton is back 
with a £25 class 
we can ALL join 


OP music blasts and 
my spirits soar as I 
push myself harder, lit 
by blue spotlights in a 
studio where cameras 
film every angle. We're being 
watched by an audience of 


70,456 — and counting. 


Tam at Peloton's first exercise class 
opened to the public at its state-of- 
the-art London studios. I'm under the 
tutelage of star instructor Leanne 
Hainsby and the class is being 
streamed live to tens of thousands of 


viewers at home. 


The fitness platform's popularity 
soared during the pandemic, when we 
could only exercise at home. Everyone 
from Rishi Sunak to Sporty Spice 
declared themselves a fan, and the 
glamorous instructors became 


celebrities in their own right. 


Critics scoffed at the cost — its 
stationary bike with attached screen 
is priced from £1,345, plus £39 a month 
to access online classes. But Peloton's 
cult-like following grew and the 
company acquired a whopping 


Tmillion members worldwide. 


However, when gyms reopened, 
Peloton's share price plummeted and 


sales of its bikes — which once 
had waiting lists — stalled. 

Perhaps summing up its flailing 
fortunes, Peloton was even 
blamed for the death of the 
character Mr Big, from TV show 
Sex And The City, who had a heart 
attack while riding the bike in the 
cult show's reboot — And Just 
Like That — last December. 

The firm hopes that opening 
some of its classes to the public 
will boost interest — and, so far, 
the plan seems to be working. 

When bookings for the £25 
classes opened this summer they 
sold out quickly, and there are 
waiting lists for the more popular 
dates in the coming months. 


F ALL the UK 
Peloton instructors, 
Leanne, 35, a former 
backing dancer for 
“Taylor Swift and One Direction, 
is the best known. Her honed 
physique and 320,000 Instagram 
followers belie a girl-next-door 
demeanour. Engaged to fellow 
instructor Ben Alldis, 29, the 
couple are Britain's highest- 
profile fitness influencers. But 
call her a celebrity at your peril. 

“Because of the pressure we're 
under, it would be very obvious if 
we were being anything less than 
ourselves," says Leanne. 

She has relished the opportunity 
to meet the legions of fans who 
say she helped save their sanity 
during the pandemic. 

“want people who meet me to 
think: “Oh, you're exactly the 
same”, she says. Tt's hopefully 
motivating and inspiring. 

“The difference with members 
being in the studio is there's that 
magic of being able to feel 
people's energy.” 

Ive been a Peloton subscriber 
since February 2021. I'm obsessed 
with its instructors and take 
around five classes a week, so I 
jump at the chance to get a front.

Can I push myself as hard when 
Tknow I'm on camera? Is this just 
the return of the exercise class, 
albeit with a modern twist? 

Peloton's Central London HQ is 
part film set, part fitness palace. 
It's open to the public from Friday 
to Sunday, when bike and tread 
(running) classes are filmed by 
producers in glass-fronted control 
rooms. Attendees must arrive 
45 minutes before a class starts. 

I'm ushered to changing rooms, 
replete with designer shower gel 
and Dyson hairdryers, to get into 
my exercise kit. We are requested 
to wear “non-distracting” clothes. 
Tops must be kept on and attire 
must be family-friendly”. 

Ipick some cycling shoes in my 
size from a rack. They have cleats 
underneath that attach to the 
pedals and hire is included in 
the class price. 

When the doors open, we're 
directed to our bikes. Mine — 
gulp — is closest to Leanne. 

Excitement has reached fever 
pitch by the time she is ushered 
in by security staff. Flawless in a 
crop top, leggings and make-up, 
she tests her microphone, beam- 
ing at us all as the digital clock 
counts down and we go live. 

“This is a moment — for me, for 
you, for all of us," she rallies us, 
rock-star style, as we warm up to 
Rick Astley's Never Gonna Give 
You Up.

Waving my hands hysterically 
in thrilled acknowledgement, I 
nearly lose my balance. 

By the end, I haven't achieved 
a PR (Peloton speak for personal 
record), but I'm not far off. 

Leanne is led to the instructors” 
green room for a “pat down and a 
spruce” before meeting us to pose 
for pictures. Nobody refuses. 

“My job is to get people sweaty, 
but they always apologise when 
Isqueeze them in for a hug,' she 
laughs, recalling a mother who 
brought her two children to the 
studio last weekend. 

“They know Mummy rides with 
Sparkly Leanne and Kept poking 
me — 1 think they thought I was 
a real-life action hero or cartoon 
character who'd come to life.

SO rude! 


AVING dinner at a younger relative's 
house a few months ago, I inadvert- 
ently sent everyone into fits of giggles 
when I spoke to the Alexa. 

“Hello Alexa, could you please tell me what the 
weather forecast is next weekend, thank you? I asked. I don't 
have an Alexa, so I had no idea that this wasn't how you 
spoke to her. I didn't understand what I'd done wrong. 


“Why are you talking like that?” 


someone asked. 1 looked 


blankly. “You're so polite, said the host, who is in her 20s. “You 
don't have to say “please” or “thank you”. She demonstrated 


by berating the poor device. 

“Tt just sounds a bit... rude,'I 
winced. Tt's like having a slave.” 
Everyone laughed and rolled 
their eyes at how quaint and old- 
fashioned I was. 

I know it's just a machine and 
doesn't have feelings, but it still 
felt brusque and, well, a bit hor- 
rible. Surely it's a slippery slope 
from barking orders at a machine 
to shouting at real-life people? 

So 1 felt somewhat vindicated 
last week, when I read that 
experts have raised concerns 
that Alexa, Siri and Google 
Home — voice-controlled 
devices, popular in homes world- 
wide — may have long-term 
consequences for children. The 
worry is that these machines 
could impede children's learning 
skills, critical thinking and — as 
Td suspected — empathy. 


R ANMOL ARORA, 
a researcher at 
Cambridge Univer- 
sity, argued that the 
devices may affect child devel- 
opment for a number of reasons. 
When they ask a question they 
receive a “specific” and 'concise” 
answer, but this goes against 
how children typically learn. 
Traditionally, children piece 
together bits of information to 
create a web of knowledge, rather 
than try to assimilate random 
facts that don't necessarily tie 
together or have context or, cru- 
cially, explanation of the reason- 
ing behind the answer. 
So the knowledge they get from 
the devices may well be 


technically correct, but it is 
nowhere near as enriching as if 
the child has asked a real, live 
person the question. 

It gives them the knowledge — 
but not the understanding. 
Because they don't have to 
search for the answer, they don't 
advance their critical thinking or 
logical reasoning. 

And it's not just young children 
who are affected either. I've 
noticed this with 20-something 
doctors who are so used to hav- 
ing every piece of knowledge at 
their fingertips, thanks to 
internet search engines, 
they seem to lack the 
ability to extrapo- 
late and answer 
any question 
they can't 
Google. They 
lack the ability 
to problem 
solve or to use 
their knowledge 
to solve any 
unusual clinical 
problems they 
come up against. 

If you think that's 
alarming, consider Dr 
Arora's other suggestion: 
that devices like Alexa might 
also hinder children's social 
development precisely because 
voice assistants can't teach them 
how to behave politely — there is 
no need to say “please” or thank 
you” or use a considerate tone 
of voice. 

“The lack of ability to engage in 
non-verbal communication

makes using the devices a poor 
method of learning social 
interaction. While in normal 
human interactions, a child 
would usually receive feedback if 
they were to behave inappropri- 
ately, this is beyond the scope of 
a smart device, Dr Arora argued. 
In other words, Alexa can't tell 
them off for being rude. 

Ready for another depressing 
fact? Research has shown that 
children in a home with a 
device speak to it daily, while 
talking to their grandparents 

only every ten days. 
The same poll found 
that nearly three- 
quarters admitted 
they didn't say 
“please” or thank 
you” when 
speaking to the 
smart speakers. 

Ican't help but 
feel this must 
affect their 
interaction with 
people. How do 
you make the 
distinction between 
demanding Alexa 
play the latest Taylor 

Swift single and asking 
someone in a shop for help? 

Words like “please”, thank you” 
and 'sorry' are powerful social 
lubricants. They make the world 
run smoothly, they signify 
respect and humility. They are 
an acknowledgement of the 
humanity of others. Surely that's 
incredibly important? 

Tt is myopic that we don't pay 


more attention to the impact 
technology is having on the 
younger generation. 

I think part of the lapse in 
standards of English is because 
of technology — texting has 
meant children aren't used to 
forming proper sentences. 


HESE devices also 

impact on young 

people's non-verbal 

communication — 
including things such as eye 
contact. One colleague recently 
told me how so many children 
she comes across today struggle 
to look her in the eye. 

Inoticed this at a talk I gave to 
teenagers in a deprived part of 
London as part of a project to 
encourage more to apply to 
university. Afterwards, they 
dutifully lined up to speak to me 
and I was astonished by how few 
of them actually looked at me. 

Instead, they stared at the floor 
and mumbled. Irealised they are 
so used to communicating 
through instant messaging that 
they don't know how to interact 
with someone who is sitting in 
front of them. 

There's no doubt technology 
has been a force for good. But 
please don't tell me it isn't also 
having a detrimental effect on 
how young people are developing. 
“Thank you.

Mental health 
workers also slapped, pinched 
and swore at patients. While this 
programme focused on one unit, 
it's clear this kind of shocking 
abuse occurs elsewhere. 

It's not just the examples of 
blatant abuse that anger me. 
Iworry about the insidious 
neglect that goes on in so many 
institutions — where often 
residents are fed and watered but 
little else. I know all the 
explanations for this — poorly 
paid staff inadequate aa 
burn-out from the stresses ofthe 
job and so on. But, there comes 

a point when Ijust think: 
enough with the excuses. 

Things must improve — now!

The 
teenagers became more talkative. 
“The change in atmosphere put the 
boys in storytelling mood. 

“They don't just shovel in the food 
any more, they sip their drinks, they 
tell us about their day. Their family 
dinners now last 15 to 20 minutes 
longer. By making this simple change, 
dinnertime is no longer just about 
food — it is about hygge. And now 
the boys are the ones who light the 
candles for dinner. 


CREATE A SEASONAL 
SELL-BY-DATE SHELF 


HYGGE is not about having it all; it's 
about enjoying what you have. It 
taps into the old virtues of being 
frugal. It follows the traditions of 
earlier generations who didn't throw 
away things because they were 
broken, but learned how to fix them, 
to repair clothes rather than buy new 
ones, to use the food they had rather 
than let it go to waste. 

There is nothing hygge about 
wasting food. A recent report showed 
that UK households waste 4.5 million 
tonnes of food a year — £14billion 
worth: that's £700 for the average 
family each year. Creating a 'retire- 
ment shelf” in your fridge should help 
combat this wastage. It's where you 
store the foods that need to be eaten 
soonest, so that you can easily iden- 
tify and use up these items rather 
than losing them at the back of the 
fridge, then chucking them out. 


GET STOCKED UP 
READY FOR WINTER 


A WELL-STOCKED pantry is 
comforting. If there is something to 
eat at home in the fridge or kitchen 
cupboard, you can hunker down 
during events beyond your control, 
be that a storm or a pandemic. 
Stocking up and creating a small 
pantry also means respecting the 
ebb and flow of seasonality in nature. 
Eating seasonally means eating or

AT HOME 


ITHINK one ofthe best things we 
can give to our children is an 
understanding of where we can 
find joy and wellbeing without 
spending money. Many of us 
organise our social life around 
restaurant visits or bars. So if 
money becomes tight, we risk 
becoming isolated. 

To counter that, suggest to 
your friends that you set up a

So 
get stewing, pickling and bottling. 


THROW EVERYTHING 
INTO PIZZA NIGHTS 


USE what you have — and make the 
best of it. Become familiar with 
catch-all recipes. Do you have some 
tomatoes, two lumps of cheese, an 
onion, half a courgette, an almost 
empty jar of olives and some leftover 
meat? Good news — it's pizza night! 
Think soups, risottos, ragouts and 
casseroles to soak up your leftovers 
into new meals. 

Berries and other fruit that's going 
off can be turned into jam or put into 
cakes. Apples, rhubarb or oranges? 
Melt some sugar in an ovenproof pan, 
add butter and then the fruit. Let it 
simmer for a few minutes. Take the 
pan off the heat and allow to cool for 
a few minutes. Then cover the fruit 
with some puff pastry and tuck it 
down the sides (be careful, as the 
sugar may still be hot). 

Prick the pastry with a fork and 
bake in a pre-heated oven at 200c 
(400f) for 25 minutes. Leave to cool 
for ten minutes, then put a plate on 
top of the pan and flip it. Your tarte 
tatin (if yowre using apples) is ready 
for an afternoon of pure hygge.

His 
marriage is disastrous, but he does, 
briefly, find romantic happiness 
elsewhere: The fall semester began 
that September in an intensely 
colourful Indian summer that came 
after an early frost. Stoner returned 
to his classes with an eagerness that 
he had not felt for a long time...” 

The eagerness to return to one's 
life as autumn gets under way is 
captured in Leigh Bardugo's The 
Disappearance, the concluding 
story in Marple, a new collection of 
12 short stories by contemporary 
writers all featuring Agatha Chris- 
tie's elderly sleuth, Miss Marple.

American voices sound so croaky? 


THIS phenomenon is called vocal fry — 
because it sounds like frying bacon. It's a 
way for Millennials, girls and boys, to 
signify they are part of an “in crowd". It 
has become an increasingly habitual 
manner of speaking which, like all things 
American, has crept into British culture. 

Vocal fry was popularised by pop stars 
in the Noughties such as Katy Perry, 
Rihanna, Britney Spears and Kesha. The 
archetype is Britney's hit Baby One More 
“Time, where she sings 'Oh baby, baby” 
using vocal fry. 

Vocal fry has historically been used as a 
trick by male baritone singers to sing 
bass. It went by various names such as 
'glottal scrape” or “click' “croak” or 'creaky" 
voice. It's achieved by squeezing the 
vocal [arytenoid] cartilages together. 
This allows the vocal cords to be loose 
and floppy. When air passes between 
them, they vibrate irregularly, causing 
the croak. In the classical world, fry is a 
sign of an unskilled singer. 

Vocal fry's migration into everyday 
speech falls into the category of a leamed 
behaviour, it's cognate with the adoption 
of inner city-slang and the upward glide 
at the end of a sentence.

S IF the Prime Minister 
did not have enough to 
worry about, a row over 
thousands of jobs in the 
steel industry is blowing 
up just as an already bruising party 
conference gets under way. 

British Steel, which despite its name is 
Chinese-owned, has, according to Sky 
News, gone cap in hand to Business 
Secretary Jacob Rees-Mogg asking for 
an urgent bailout likely to amount to 
hundreds of millions of pounds. 

The firm claims without emergency sup- 
port its blast furnaces are unlikely to be 
viable due to the energy crisis.

A deal could be done in the 
next few weeks but Emerson 
cautioned: 'Completion of this 
transaction is critical to ensur- 
ing a solvent wind-down, where 
the priority will be to ensure 
full payment of our creditors, 
including staff, and that all out- 
standing liabilities are paid.” 

Whatever the outcome, the 
bank will hand back its licence 
to the Prudential Regulatory 
Authority, which approves 
new banks. 

The news is another head- 
ache for beleaguered Bank of 
England governor Andrew Bai- 
ley, who is already battling to 


shore up confidence in the 
mortgage, pensions and cur- 
rency markets amid ongoing 
turmoil.

Founded in 2018, the 'fintech- 
enabled” start-up specialised 
in making loans to local small 
businesses of between £500,000 
and £5m.

EWIS HAMILTON made a 
mid-race apology to his 
team for one of two uncharac- 
teristic errors that blighted 
his Singapore Grand Prix, 


itself a procession lit up by the 


occasional spark. 


Im terms of the title mathematics, it left Max 
Verstappen, who finished seventh, 104 points 
ahead of his nearest nominal pursuer Charles 
Leclerc, runner-up on the night, with four races 
remaining, starting in Suzuka, Japan, on Sunday. 
Verstappen's team-mate Sergio Perez, the excel- 


lent race winner, lies 106 back. 


So Max, the performer of the season by head and 
shoulders, will win his second title if he triumphs 
at the weekend and notches the fastest lap, 
no matter what the rest can achieve in his wake. 

Actually, neither of the world's most famous driv- 
ers, Hamilton nor Verstappen, had a dream night's 
work at Marina Bay. The Briton started third, 
slipped down to fourth off the line, and then twice 
fell off the racing line and finished ninth. 

On the first of those occasions, 33 laps into the 
intended 61 laps before the two-hour guillotine 


ended proceedings a few miles 
early, he smashed into the wall 
after carrying too much speed 
as he harried Ferrari's Carlos 
Sainz for third. 

He broke the advertising hoard- 
ing, reversed out, fell down a 
place and limped to the pits, for 
his crew to lick collective wounds. 
“I'm so sorry about that guys. 
1 f***** it up big time, said the 
seven-time world champion. 

A mea culpa is not unheard of 
from Lewis's lips but it does run 
counter to the perceived usual 
direction of finger-pointing. 

That mistake pushed him down 
a place to fifth and then into the 
pits for a new front wing after an 
hour's tedium stuck on Sainz's 
tale on a tight street track ren- 
dered slippery by rain that had 
fallen earlier.

Hamilton's second off-line 
excursion occurred in the final 
throes of the humid night as 
Verstappen, whose travails we 
shall retum to, was close behind 
him. The Briton was attempting 
to pass Aston Martin's Sebastian 
Vettel, but missed the corner and 
let Verstappen through. 

In truth, it was a miserable day 
for Mercedes. Less said about 
George Russell the better. One 
sentence on his gloom will suffice:

weekend with the team in qualify- 
ing 1lth, starting in the pit lane 
after engine changes, before clip- 
ping Alfa Romeo's Valtteri Bottas 
and Haas's Mick Schumacher as 
he struggled for his usual sure- 
footedness to finish 14th and last 
of the evening's survivors.

MAX VERSTAPPEN has told 
other teams to “Keep their 
mouths shut” rather than accuse 
Red Bull of breaching Formula 
One's budget cap. 

The FIA are not due to announce 
whether any team have exceeded 
the £114million spending limit 
until Wednesday, but Mercedes 
and Ferrari have implied that 
their bitter rivals have done so. 
Red Bull team principal 
Christian Horner has threatened 
to start legal proceedings over 
the accusations, insisting the 
remarks are “defamatory' and 
“inaccurate”. He said last night he 
was “not nervous at al? as he 
awaits the results of the FIA's 
financial auditing. 

Verstappen was asked if he was 
content the allegations would 
not present a problem. “With 
what I hear from the team, yes,” 
he said. “Other teams talk about 
it while they have no information 
so I find that a bit silly. Just Keep 
your mouths shut.” 

Any team found in breach of the 
cost cap could face punishments 
ranging from a reprimand to the 
docking of drivers" and 
constructors” points. 

But Horner added: “We will 
consider all our options. It was 
totally unacceptable to make an 
unfounded allegation and on the 
basis of what? Where is this 
source of information? It was a 
confidential submission. Ihave 
no idea of the compliance of any 
of our rivals. 

“We need to complete the entire 
process. These are brand-new 
regulations which are highly 
complicated.

Series win fuels dream of glory Down Under 


NGLAND jet off to 
Australia today 
after emphatically 
proving themselves 
tournament-ready 
in the winner-takes-all 
finale to their epic 
Pakistan tour. 

“Talk within the tourists' camp 
in the build-up to the seventh 
and final match had been of the 
need to test themselves in 
knockout-style scenarios. 

And they met that test with 
nous and nerve to complete a 4-3 
series win, as Dawid Malan's 
unbeaten 78 plus an innings of 46 
not out from Harry Brook helped 
set a 210-run target and chal- 
lenged Pakistan to complete 
what would have been their 
record chase 

Any concerns England would 
be travelling to the World Cup 
without another tick in the win 
column were then dispelled inside 
the first couple of overs as Paki- 
stan's batting bankers Babar 
Azam and Mohammad Rizwan 
fell to the new ball. 

“That was very pleasing,' said 
England captain Moeen Ali, 
following the 67-run win. “We'll 
look back and think if we were 
really on it, we would have won 
this series 6-1, but we're really 
happy that we've won it and go to 
Australia in a good position. 

“If you look at the last two 
games, both must-win, going into 
a World Cup that's really impor- 
tant — the pressure to perform 


was huge. I don't think we're the 
favourites for the World Cup. If 
I'm honest, I don't feel that at all. 
But I know we're a very danger- 
ous team to play and a lot of 
teams will fear playing us.” 

Malan had endured an under- 
whelming tour, but made the 
most of a couple of lives and put 
his part in the run out of Phil Salt 
behind him to render the loss of 
the toss insignificant. 

The left-hander had come to 
the crease in the fifth over when 
England's rollicking start was 
checked by Mohammad Hasnain 
pinning Alex Hales leg before. 

Within two balls, England 
were 39 for two after a moment of 
high farce accounted for Salt, 
Pakistan's slayer in another 
one-sided result 48 hours earlier. 

This time Salt had taken 20 off 
a dozen deliveries when he bolted 
down the pitch in response to the 
ball squeezing off Malan's pads 
into open space behind square. 

It left both players at the same 
end and Salt with a forlorn task of 
beating Shadab Khan's throw. No 
more than a lob, what it lacked in 
power it made up for in accuracy. 

As is their wont, however, Eng- 
land attacked from their low ebb, 
Malan and Ben Duckett counter- 
ing with a stand of 62 in five overs, 


the latter once again showing 
his disdain for Pakistan's spin 
before departing to a moment of 
brilliance by Rizwan. 

If Salt's run out had been 
comical, this one was clinical as 
Rizwan clawed an inside edge 
that bounced down the leg-side 
and broke the wicket with a swish 
of his arm, Duckett's momentum 
down the pitch doing for him. 

Malan was put down on 29 at 
cover by Babar off Iftikhar 
Ahmed's round-arm spin soon 
afterwards and again on 62 when 
Mohammad Wasim floored a stee- 
pler at midwicket at the death. 

And he made the Pakistanis 
pay in tandem with his 
Yorkshire colleague 
Brook, with whom 
he shared an 
unbroken cen- 
tury stand. 

Both were 
struck blows to

AFTER the fall came the rise. 

Not many athletes can climb up 

from a face-plant to win the 

London Marathon but Yalemzerf 
Yehualaw is rapidly emerging as a 
runner who does not conform to 
the usual standards. 

The Ethiopian's victory across 
two hours, 17 minutes and 26 
seconds on Sunday was staggering, 
both in her revival from tumbling 
over a speed bump six miles from 
the tape, and also in what it 
heralded, with the 23-year-old 
becoming the youngest winner of 
this race in history. 

That it was only her second ever 
marathon, six months after 
winning her first in Hamburg, 
would indicate she has a better 
shot than most in her stated 
ambition of one day breaking 
the 2:14.04 world record of Brigid 
Kosgei. 

“Thad a dream to be a professional 
athlete and to run in these races,” 
she said. T am so happy to win on 
my first time in London. London 
people were shouting a lot and it 
inspired me. 

“ am thinking of the longer plan I 
have that I would like to break 
the world record." Kosgei, the 
dominant Kenyan athlete, was 
among the many leading names 
who withdrew injured ahead of this 
race, which cleared a sizeable 
hurdle for Yehualaw. 

However, another presented itself 
alter 20 miles, when she lost around 

25metres on the leading group of 
eight when she fell hard over the 
speed bump. 

“Thurt my hip and knee,' she said, 
before a member of her team 
confirmed she bumped her head 
as well. Despite that setback, she 
reeled the pack in and by the 24th 
mile it had become a two-woman 
showdown with the defending 
champion Joyciline Jepkosgei. 

That was when Yehualaw ran a

storming mile of four minutes and 
43 seconds, the quickest ever 
recorded in a women's marathon, 
and left the Kenyan in her wake. 
Her time was the third fastest in 
the 42 years of the race 

The men's event was won by 
Amos Kipruto in 2:04.39 after 
breaking three miles from home. 
The leading British runner was 
ninth-placed Weynay Ghebresila- 
sie, who ran for Eritrea at London 
2012 before seeking asylum here. 

The 28-year-old said: Before the 
2012 Olympics my country was not 
in a good situation, that's why I 
stayed in Britain. I was in Sunder- 
land and then moved to Birming- 
ham and Tm in Scotland now. 

“My plan is to run at the World 
Championships and the Paris 
Olympics for Great Britain.” 

Meanwhile, Eilish McColgan, who 
pulled out because of blood sugar 
issues that are exacerbated over 
the marathon distance, set a new 
European 10km road with 30:18 at 
the Great Scottish Run.

Hat-tricks for Haaland and Foden as 


N 188 editions of the 

Manchester derby there 

have only been four 

hat-tricks scored 

by Manchester City 
players. And two of them 
came yesterday. 

Erling Haaland and Phil Foden 
joined Francis Lee and Horace 
Barnes — in 1970 and 1921, no less 
— in City's annals and this was 
certainly an event that will live 
long in the memory of all who were 
there, no matter on which side of 
the red and blue divide. 

For the visitors it will have been 
as painful as it was joyful for the 
victors, who were so comprehen- 
sively superior that the 6-3 
scoreline very much flattered 
Manchester United, 

They were 4-0 down at half-time 
and all that stopped it becoming 10 
was that the match was by then 
over and modern players need 
to conserve energy in this of all 
seasons. So City no longer floored 
the accelerator and United achieved 
a measure of respectability. 

Unless you saw the game, of 
course.

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separate divisions. As for Haaland 
and Foden, having entered the 
second half on two apiece, both 
got a third to confirm the gulf 
between these so-called rivals. 
Double hat-tricks are rare, just 
two previously in Premier League 
history. Jermaine Pennant and 
Robert Pires in a 6-1 victory for 
Arsenal over Southampton in May 
2003, and Jamie Vardy and Ayoze 
Perez when Leicester won 9-0 at 
Southampton in October 2019. 
Haaland and Foden are the first 
to deliver such punishment to a 
team that isn't Southampton. For 
Haaland, it is his third straight 
Premier League hat-trick at home 


— a feat never before performed in 
the modern era. Michael Owen 
was a truly prolific goalscorer, a 
teenage sensation. It took him 48 
games to score three hat-tricks. 
Haaland is there in eight. 

And he was first to his three here, 
too, his crowning goal coming 
after 64 minutes, following a quite 
lovely build up that involved the 
magnificent Kevin De Bruyne, 
Jack Grealish, De Bruyne again, 
before Sergio Perez — on for the 
injured Kyle Walker in another 
admirably front-foot move from 
Pep Guardiola — crossed for 
Haaland to finish first time, almost 
bursting the net in the process. 

Eight minutes later, Haaland 
threaded the ball through to Foden 
who sprung a United offside trap 
that appeared to have been 
abandoned at the planning stage, 
before finishing smartly. At the 
end, all that was troubling City 
was how to share a match ball 
between two players. In the end, 
a second one was produced and 
everyone left happy. 

Not just the players, either There 
were times during the first half — 
and it was all about those opening 
45 minutes — when it was truly 
hard to keep from laughing. Not at 
United, but at the sheer audacity 
and exhilarating thrill of City in full 
flow. This was an incredible win for 


Guardiola, and it is hard to 
imagine any coach attempting a 
strategy so positive when faced 
with the loss of Rodri, his first- 
choice defensive midfielder. To 
then see Guardiola's gameplan not 
just work but tear the opposition 
apart was a euphoric experience. 

Guardiola challenged what is 
considered possible, certainly 
against elite opponents and bitter 
rivals. Many would be cautious. 
Instead, he played United, a team 
on a run of four straight league 
wins, pretty much without a 
defensive shield. Having lost Rodri, 
Guardiola chose to replace him 
with...well, nobody really. 

Ilkay Gundogan hung in there, 
unless City were attacking, when 
he broke forward as hungrily as 
any forward. On the occasions 
when United had the ball he 
received help from full backs 
Walker and Joao Cancelo, and 
sometimes from De Bruyne or 
Bernardo Silva dropping deeper. 
Then the ball would be retrieved 
and — trumpet fanfare, charge. 

And apologies if that makes City 
sound unsophisticated. They most 
certainly are not. The football is 
arguably the highest standard this 
country has seen from any club 
side. Yet there were times when 
they simply swarmed over United, 
their pace, their ambition, their

physicality so utterly superior it 
defied logic. They should not be this 
much better. United have good play- 
ers, too. Yet where were they? Diogo 
Dalot was booked after two minutes, 
“Tyrell Malacia followed him after 24, 
and was removed at half-time — but 
with both United full backs on yellow 
cards, City didn't do anything as 
obvious as come down the wings. 

They came through the middle, 
came down the flanks, their dead balls 
were a menace, it was as if they 
opened up offensive fronts in all areas. 
No wonder United appeared rattled. 

Sir Alex Ferguson was the last of the 
club's managers to win his first league 
derby — in March 1987 — and the tel- 
evision cameras found him looking as 
miserable as hell in the directors' box. 
And while five consecutive United 
managers have lost first time out to 
City, it is hard to imagine any have felt 
the hot flush of embarrassment quite 
like Erik ten Hag at half-time here. 
United will have fancied their chances 
going into this. Their form is good, the 
Ten Hag regime has been winning 
plaudits — yet this was a humiliating 
dismantling. 

It began when Dalot was booked for 
crudely taking out Grealish. That was 
the warning sign. Now he could not 
touch him again for 88 minutes. It 
already looked a matter of time before 
City led, and it was. A lovely exchange 
of passes ended with Silva cutting 


the ball back for Foden after eight 
minutes. He shot first time and David 
de Gea did not even get the chance to 
move. The signs were ominous for 
United. 

Much had been made of the dispar- 
ity in height between United centre 
half Lisandro Martinez and Haaland 
and after 18 minutes, Martinez chose 
to pick on someone his own size. 
He kKicked Grealish and Gundogan 
hit a post with the resulting free-Kick. 
In the 31st minute, De Bruyne had 
a shot tipped over by De Gea. But 
it was all just postponing the 
inevitable: which was that Haaland 
would score. 

Tn the build up to De Bruyne's shot, 
United wanted the game stopped for 
an injury to Raphael Varane. The 
defender went off for treatment and, 
while this was happening, Haaland 
took advantage. Was Christian Erik- 
sen really the man who was meant to 
pick up Haaland at corners? Ifso, Ten 
Hag needs his bumps felt. 

The striker lost him as easily as one 
might baffle a two-year-old in a game 
of hide and seek, and De Bruyne put 
the ball straight on his head from the 
corner. Haaland outjumped Scott 
McTominay and Malacia could not 
retrieve the ball before it crossed the 
line. The outcome was no longer in 
doubt, just the margin. 

Which continued to grow. In the 
38th minute, De Bruyne sped 


forward. A shot was on, but difficult. 
Feeding Foden on the overlap to his 
right was another option, and easy to 
achieve. De Bruyne tried Plan C— an 
incredible curling ball to Haaland, 
who had checked his run to stay 
onside and was haring towards the 
far post. De Bruyne had no right to 
find him, Haaland had no right to get 
there. But he slid and a giant boot 
meant he got the better of Varane, 
too. Soon after, the Frenchman left 
the field injured. He would have paid 
to get out of there by that stage. 

And still City were not finished. De 
Bruyne and Haaland were a lethal 
set-up and finishing team, but this 
time they both combined in the serv- 
ice of Foden. De Bruyne put Haaland 
away and his cross fed Foden at the 
far post for his second of the game. 

Even when United got three back in 
the second half — a fabulous shot by 
Antony the best of them, before 
Anthony Martial scored late with a 
header and a penalty — the noise 
level did not drop. “The city is ours, 
they sung. And a lot more, no doubt, 
before the season is out.

F'THERE was one goal — one passage of play 

— that summed up the difference between 

these two Manchester teams, it was City's 

third of a first half that settled this game and 

underlined just how unbalanced life has 
become in this great football city. 

As a rare United forward move broke down in centre field, 
Jack Grealish carried the ball into opposition territory. 
Seeing the danger but not realising it was his job to close it 
down, Christian Eriksen took two steps away and then, 
far too late, tried to make up ground towards the ball. 

Grealish, with time and spa fed possession right to 
Kevin De Bruyne... and then the magic began. 

City's Belgian— once upon a time their most feted player 


— had three options as he moved 
to within 25 yards of goal. 

“The most obvious pass was to his 
right, to the overlapping full back. 
“The second-best option seemed to 
be to take a shot. But this being 
De Bruyne, and this being City, 
the 31-year-old chose the most 
unlikely and by far the most 
difficult option. 

To reach Erling Haaland at the 
far post, De Bruyne's right-footed 
cross had to bypass two United 
defenders and then, most difficult 
of all, find that elusive channel 
between the goalkeeper and a 
covering red shirt. 

It had to be perfect and, of 
course, it was. Haaland, sliding 
with foot outstretched, rammed 
the ball into the goal and this 
game was done. 

It was a City goal that said 
everything about them and much 
about United, too. Everything City 
do under Pep Guardiola (below) is 
underpinned by hard work. For all 
De Bruyne's excellence, there is no 
goal unless Haaland makes the 
most of every physical attribute he 
possesses to reach the ball. 

For some United players, maxi- 
mum effort continues to look like 
an option, particularly when things 
aren't going well. Sadly, there was 
more evidence of that here. 

As Haaland celebrated the 
second of his three goals 
in front of the United 
supporters, his father 
hugged friends in the 
posh seats. Alf-Inge 
was never as 
talented as his 
boy.

He did 
know howto put 
inashift, though, 
and that is one 
attribute he can 
claim to have 
passed down the 
family line.

JUST when Manchester United 
thought it was safe to feel positive 
again, just when we thought there 
would be a Manchester derby 
worthy of the name, this was an 
annihilation so brutal, so 
one-sided, that Erik ten Hag was 
plunged back into his worst 
nightmare. 

Ifthe United manager thought 
that being 4-0 down before 
half-time at Brentford in August 
was an horrific aberration, never to 
be repeated, here he was just seven 
weeks later in the same deep, 

dark hole. 

Only this time Manchester City 
threatened to make it even worse 
for the Dutchman. The fact the 
eventual damage was only 6-3 was 
largely down to Pep Guardiola's 
exhilarating side taking their foot 
off the gas in the second half and 
conceding three goals that 
distorted the scoreline. 

When City hit United for six at Old 
“Trafford in October 2011, Sir Alex 
Ferguson's team were punished for 
chasing the game with 10 men. 
“They were never in this one. 

Four straight wins since the 
Brentford debacle had raised 
hopes that United were moving in 
the right direction under Ten Hag. 
Let's not forget, the Dutchman 
arrived here as the Premier League 
manager of the month. 

But the green shoots of recovery 
were trampled into the Etihad turf 
so mercilessly that you had to 
question just how much progress 
has really been made. 

United's fragile confidence 
erumbled in the face of an 
irresistible City team performance 
and the individual brilliance of 
Erling Haaland, Phil Foden and 
Kevin De Bruyne. 

Ten Hag made a bold team 
selection, picking only one 
defensive midfielder in Scott 
McTominay, perhaps hoping it 
would send out a message to his 
players, but the decision backfired 
as United were overrun. 

It took him an hour to end 
McTominay's misery by replacing 
him with Casemiro, and 70 minutes 
to double up on holding

section. 

The team selection allowed 
Christian Eriksen to start but the 
Dane must also have suffered 
flashbacks to Brentford.

Haaland when the Norwegian 
headed the second goal. 

Much was said in the build-up 
about Lisandro Martinez's lack of 
height against Haaland, but surely 
the plan wasn't for Eriksen to pick 
him up at a corner? 

*Of course not," snorted Ten Hag 
indignantly, pointing to the fact 
that Raphael Varane had been hurt 
seconds earlier. 

Varane limped off before half-time, 
having lost Foden for the first goal 
and Haaland for the third. 

Eriksen and Varane have been key 
figures in United's revival. So have 
Martinez and Tyrell Malacia, but 
they were beaten to the punch for 
the fourth and fifth goals. 

None of Ten Hag's players emerged 
from this with any credit, except 
perhaps substitute Anthony 
Martial who led a meaningless 

late fightback. 

A revitalised Marcus Rashford 
didn't lay a glove on City and 
former City man Jadon Sancho was 
utterly anonymous, and left the 
field to howls of derision when Ten 
Hag made his fifth and final 
substitution. 

“That left Cristiano Ronaldo 
stewing on the bench. T wouldn't 
bring him in out of respect for 
Cristiano and his big career, said 
Ten Hasg, clearly feeling that he had 
done Ronaldo a favour. 

Every United manager since 
Ferguson in 1987 has lost his first 
league derby against Manchester 
City, so Ten Hag is not alone in 
that respect. But the manner of 
this humiliation is a huge 
backwards step he could not 

have expected.

Gerrard, cuttingly, did say that 
one or two of his players might not 
sleep as well as they should do. 

He did not name them, but we're 
willing to take a not-so-wild guess 
— Philippe Coutinho and 
Ollie Watkins. 

Tt was in injury time when Ger- 
rard booted a water bottle with a 
connection far cleaner than that of 
striker Watkins, who had just shot 
at goalkeeper Illan Meslier when 
free inside the penalty area. 

As for Coutinho, he looks not so 
much a pale imitation and more 
an anaemic replica of the player 
who cost Barcelona £142million 
in 2018. 

Gerrard has called the Brazilian 
his “little magician'. He has 
certainly performed a disappear- 
ing act this season. No goals, 
no assists. 

There is a lot to like about Ger- 
rard and the feeling remains that 
he will be a very good manager. 
But will that be at Villa? 

His team needs to be far more 
ruthless than this if he is to lift the 
negativity that has descended in 
recent weeks. 

What Gerrard did get right was 
his assertion that referee Stuart 
Attwell had a good game. You 
would not know as much being 
inside the stadium. 

It was perhaps best that Leeds 
boss Jesse Marsch watched from 
the press box. Had the excitable 
American been on the touchiline, 
he probably would have landed 
another ban. 

Come the end, the home fans 
were mockingly celebrating 
decisions in their favour as if they 
had scored a goal, such was their 
annoyance with Attwell. No crowd 
does perceived injustice quite like 
a partisan Elland Road. 

“You're not fit to referee' they 
chorused. That felt very unfair. 

What was fair was the red card 
for Sinisterra — he had earlier cor- 
rectly been booked for a foul — and 
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Attwell's handling of an irritable 
game was balanced. He showed 
six cards in total and you could 
not find fault with any of them. 

Once their anger had subsided, 
the Leeds supporters rightly 
applauded those players who had 
fought their way to a point.

But Gerrard hit back, saying:

My 
priority is Aston Villa and 'm 
here to talk about our 
performance and what we 
need to doto get points. 

As for Attwell, who was 
targeted by the home crowd, 
Gerrard said: 'He had a good 
game.

But Marsch was not happy and 
claimed Villa had ruined the 
spectacle for supporters.

They are not the only ones. England 
captain Harry Kane, who scored his 
100th away Premier League goal against 
Arsenal on Saturday, is seeing Canada- 
based Spanish sports medicine special- 
ist Dr Alejandro Elorriaga Claraco away 
from Tottenham. 

Arteta and his players are leaving no 
stone uncovered in ensuring their Pre- 
mier League challenge does not fade. 
But if Arsenal somehow capitulate, you 
do wonder what knock-on consequence 


it may have on their attempts to secure 
the futures of their best young players. 

However, the leaders in this Arsenal 
team — the likes of Granit Xhaka, 
Gabriel Jesus and captain Martin Ode- 
gaard — will ensure the team stay on an 
even keel should the waters get choppy. 
Xhaka, in particular, deserves credit for 
the way he has turned his Arsenal career 
around after being vilified by his own 
supporters in 2019, an incident which 
eventually led to him being stripped of 
the club captaincy. 

But — armband or no armband — 
Xhaka remains one of Arsenal's lieuten- 
ants. Ask many at the club's training 
HQ and they will tell you he is club 
captain in all but name. 

At half-time on Saturday, the Swiss 
midfielder is understood to have apolo- 
gised for his role in what led to Totten- 
ham being awarded a first-half penalty 
that Kane dispatched to equalise. 
Xhaka failed to clear in the box before 
Gabriel's poor tackle on Richarlison 
forced referee Anthony Taylor's hand. 

Gabriel's decision to go to ground was 
misjudged, while Aaron Ramsdale's 


decision to come rushing out before 

realising he had to retreat sparked 

havoc in defence. But the fact that 

Xhaka volunteered to take the bullets 

in the confines of Arsenal's dressing 

room speaks volumes for his character. 
Tt all bodes well for Arteta's “process”. 

Understandably, the Gunners boss will 

temper the euphoria and expectations 

— his team host Liverpool on Sunday. 

Victory against Jurgen Klopp's side and 

keeping a lid on things will become 

considerably harder.

Klopp faces 


It was November 2015 and 
Liverpool were about to lose for 
the first time under Klopp, 2-1 to 
Crystal Palace at Anfield. As the 
game entered stoppage time, he 
looked over his shoulder, did a 
double take, and then spun on 
his heels to take in the sight of 
sceptical supporters streaming 
towards the exit. 

Klopp couldn't believe what he 
was seeing. He was angry, initially, 
but eventually he appreciated the 
dislocation between fan base and 
team and vowed that it was his 
mission to ensure the stadium 
stayed full until the final whistle 
from then on. Over the past seven 
years, he has exorcised doubt. 

Had Klopp looked over his 
shoulder on Saturday afternoon, 
however, he would have been 
confronted by a jarringly similar 
scene. Brighton had just 
plundered the late equaliser their 
adventurous play deserved and, 
as stoppage time started, a flurry 
of fans began to head for home. 

“s there a fire drill?” Brighton's 
travelling contingent gleefully 
crowed. 

All the while, Klopp stood on 
the touchline with his assistant 
Pep Lijnders and tried to spark 
a last, desperate attempt to 


change the narrative. Nothing 
happened. Liverpool continued to 
flounder, their fans continued 
to file out. 

“The significance and symbolism 
of it all could not be escaped. On 
that fateful day when Crystal 
Palace provided a reality 
check, Klopp took on the Kop 
post-match and said: q felt pretty 
alone in that moment — 
between 82 minutes and 
94 minutes you can make 
eight goals.”

didn't happen too often because 
we were more convincing.

Lampard's Everton no longer running on empty 


IT felt fitting that on London Marathon 
weekend, Everton almost had to crawl 
over the finish line to see out these three 
points. Ask Frank Lampard if he cares. 
His side are not at the stage where they 
can complain about how games are won. 
Crossing the line is all that matters. 
“That's no slight on Lampard's side — they 
were worthy winners. Everton were slow 
out of the blocks but well in control, and 
raced past Southampton with two goals 
in two minutes. 

But what will have pleased Lampard most 
was the last 15 minutes — the fight, 
resilience and doggedness to survive an 
aerial bombardment from James 
Ward-Prowse's set-pieces. Two summer 
signings have been crucial to that, 
defensive duo Conor Coady and James 
Tarkowksi, as well as Jordan Pickford, 
enjoying his best form in an Everton shirt. 
“We tried to bring in good people as well 
as good players,' said Lampard.

Rodgers and Cooper fight 
for survival in huge clas. 
of early back-markers 


RENDAN RODGERS 
and Steve Cooper are 
two of the best British 
coaches in the business 
yet both know defeat 
tonight would leave their 
positions in great danger. 

With Leicester chairman Aiyawatt 
Srivaddhanaprabha due to attend 
his first game since the home defeat 
by Southampton on August 20, 
Rodgers will be under scrutiny like 
never before during his three-and-a- 
half years as manager. 

Lose this derby to Nottingham 
Forest and it will be one point from 
eight games for the Foxes. It is hard 
to see how Rodgers survives a run 
like that in the long term. 

In the other dugout, Cooper's cir- 
cumstances look just as precarious. 
The Welshman was probably the 
manager of the season in England 
last term, as he took over in Septem- 
ber when Forest were bottom of the 
Championship, and led them to 
promotion via the play-offs. 

Yet delivering Forest's first top- 
flight campaign this century may not 
buy Cooper time. Seven matches 
and 22 signings later, his future is 
uncertain. Owner Evangelos Mari- 
nakis has employed six permanent 
managers since taking control of 
Forest in 2017, and has already 
shown a ruthless streak this season. 

He hired Carlos Corberan to coach 
Greek giants Olympiacos — Mari- 
nakis's other club — on August 1. On 
September 18 and after only 11 
competitive fixtures, the former 
Huddersfield manager was sacked, 
Cooper will have noticed. 

“I speak to the owner after most 
games and conversations have been 
normal, said Cooper. “There's been 
no change. They probably feel the 
same as me — some disappointment 
in the previous few games. We've 
signed a lot of players and it's a 
tough challenge to become the team 
we want to be.” 

Cooper and Rodgers were briefly at 
Liverpool together between 2012-13, 
when Rodgers was manager and 
Cooper the Under 18 coach. The pair 
respect one another and Rodgers 
understands the task Cooper faces. 

“Tt's always difficult that first year 
back in the Premier League," said 
Rodgers, who led Swansea to the 
top flight in 2011. “Steve has done 
a brilliant job to get them in the 
Premier League. To then create a 
cohesive unit and team with so many 
new faces is a challenge.” 

Leicester's owners are measured 
by nature and chose not to remove 
Rodgers, who has an eight-figure 
compensation clause in his contract, 
after heavy defeats at Brighton and 
Tottenham before the international 


break. But patience is not infinite 
and the hierarchy have been ponder- 
ing the post-Rodgers future. They 
admire Brentford boss Thomas 
Frank, with Sean Dyche and Dean 
Smith also possible contenders. 

Midlands rivals Wolves" sacking of 
Bruno Lage yesterday could also 
have a ripple effect. 

“The atmosphere among Leicester's 
players has not become as bad as it 
was in the final days of Claudio 
Ranieri's tenure, or Claude Puel's. 
And Rodgers is confident in his 
ability to turn things around. 

“Believe it or not, it's easy (to block 
out the noise),' he said. “You learn to 
regulate it. If you're bottom of the 
league, you're not going to be flavour 
of the month. I love working with 
these players. I believe we will come 
good and get into a good position. 

“ see these players work and that 
gives me strength. I also know I'm 
the best person to lead this team 
forward and that's something we will 
do in the coming weeks.” 

Where Rodgers has lamented the 
lack of transfer activity at Leicester, 
who signed only one outfield player 
this summer, Cooper's problem is 
that there has been too much. 

A recruitment drive at the City 
Ground was essential after five loan 
players did not return, while a 
further 14 departed either perma- 
nently or on loan. The number of 
new signings has, however, left 
Cooper and his staff playing catch- 
up as they try to work out their 
strongest team in the heat of battle 

Forest have played wellin attack at 
times but looked seriously vulnera- 
ble at the back. They were beaten at 
home in consecutive games by 
Bournemouth and Fulham despite 
taking the lead in both. 

“The two defeats in the games 
before the international break were 
not good but it's part of the chal- 
lenge and we've got to work hard 
now to put things right, he said. 

Leicester have the squad to pull 
them out of trouble and, if Forest's 
new signings click, they should 
improve, too. The question now is 
whether Rodgers and Cooper will be 
there to see it through.

The tournament was in 
India and not logistically 
easy, but over a month 
Cooper steered 21 boys to 
a highly significant 
age-group triumph. 

Talk now to some of those 
players — men like Phil 
Foden and Jadon Sancho — 
about Cooper and they will 
speak of his coaching, but 
first his ability to unite a 
group, to steer a disparate 
squad of players uniformly 
along one path 

Many of those players 
stayed close. Some — such 
as Conor Gallagher, Rhian 
Brewster and Marc Guehi — 
joined Cooper at Swansea 
City on loan. There's an 
enduring bond. 

Cooper is now the manager 
of Nottingham Forest and 
things are different. The 
Welshman joined Forest last 
September with the club 
bottom of the Championship 
table and took them to the 
Premier League and the last 
eight ofthe FA Cup. It was a 
thrilling ride and those who 
were part of it talk in simple 
terms of how he did it. 

“Tt was about unity, 
midfielder Ryan Yates told 
me back in August. “He 
brought everybody together. 
None of my managers had 
done that here before.” 

At the start, Cooper met 
with members of Brian 
Clough's great teams. It 
wasn't a publicity thing. He 
wanted to know what Forest 
meant. He wanted to leam a

little of how Clough did it 
He wanted to steal a little 
bit of that and, in his own 
way, he did. 

Of the squad that took

men. It had been exactly the 
same at Swansea. 

And now, in the Premier 
League, things have changed. 
Forest's squad had to be 
overhauled. There were too 
many loan players. Others 
were out of contract 

Forest's response — driven 
in part by owner Evangelos 
Marinakis and his son 
Miltiadis — has been to buy 
and keep buying. During the 
summer months, it seemed 
ambitious. Now it just seems 
self-defeating. 

Forest have signed 22 play- 
ers at a cost of £150million. 
The team who face Leicester 
at the King Power Stadium 


tonight will feature three 
— maybe four — of the 
team who won last May's 
play-off final. How Cooper is 
supposed to make that work 
is hard to fathom. 

He has remained publicly 
supportive of the club's pol- 
icy but what alternative does 
he have? To say otherwise 
would bring him a heap 
of publicity a quiet, reserved 
man does not need. 

But no manager would 
wish to manage under these 
cireumstances in Europe's 
most competitive league. 

Coaches — whatever 
their respective strengths — 
always need a core group on 
whom they can rely. Cooper 
is still trying to find out 
who should be in his. It is 
the equivalent of starting 
pre-season in September 
rather than July. 

The 42-year-old has done 
what he can to maintain 
some consistency. Yates, 
an academy product, is 
vice-captain. Joe Worrall, a 
Nottingham boy, is captain. 


But Forest's squad looks like 
it has been put together in a 
hurry simply because it has. 
Many of the foundations and 
principles that took Forest 
places last season are now 
under threat. 

Cooper's club skipper 
last season, for example, 
was Lewis Grabban, a 
33-year-old forward who 
didn't always play. But the 
common purpose then was 
such that he remained 
invested and was able to 
come off the bench and score 
a goal that beat Arsenal in 
the FA Cup. These are the 
little things that help a team 
tick over and succeed.
